HISTORY  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF 
THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These 
boards  were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's 
business  previouly  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees, 
subject,  however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all 
matters  of  expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the 
council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of 
office  was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this 
time  there  was  also, a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
a  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.    Fifteen  members 


were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 
represent  the  city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under 
the  general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while 
often  referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indi- 
anapolis system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The 
1905  law  increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilmen  to  four  years 
and  prohibited  re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was 
passed  by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen 
to  nine.  The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six 
candidates,  one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  elec- 
tion all  of  the  voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates 
and  the  nine  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This 
law  insures  a  minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three 
members

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GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  5,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  Sections  77  and  78  of  General  Ordinance 
No.  121,  1925,  being  "An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  government 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  providing  penalties  for  its  violation, 
with  stated  exceptions,  repealing  all  former  ordinances,"  as 
amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  46,  1930,  and  providing  for 
the  employment  of  a  Veterinary,  the  establishment  of  a  place 
of  sale  for  the  sale  and  gift  of  certain  dogs,  the  empowering 
of  the  Dog  Pound  Keeper  to  accept  gifts  and  donations  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Dog  Pound,  and  the  creation  of  an  "Emergency 
Dog  Pound  Fund"  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  expenses  of 
maintaining  the  Dog  Pound,  place  of  sale  and  Veterinary  ex- 
penses, and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  humane  disposal  of  dogs  required  to  be  killed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  requires  the  skilled  services  of  a 
Veterinary,   and 

WHEREAS,  restrictions  under  the  present  war  emergency  requires 
the  establishment  of  a  centrally  located  place  for  the  sale  and 
donation  of  dogs  under  this  Ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  from  time  to  time  benevolently  minded  parties  are  de- 
sirous of  making  gifts  and  donations  to  the  Dog  Pound;  NOW, 
THEREFORE, 

BE   IT  ORDAINED   BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  Section  77  of  General  Ordinance  No.  121,  1925, 
being  "An  Ordinance  concerning  the  government  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, providing  penalties  for  its  violation,  with  stated  exceptions, 
repealing  all  former  Ordinances,"  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance 
No.  46,  1930,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  77.  Impoundings  Dogs.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
pound-keeper  to  capture  and  impound  in  the  public  pound  all  dogs 
found  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  not  wearing  the  collar 
and  tag  herein  provided  for.  Such  pound-keeper  shall  immediately 
upon  receiving  any  dog  at  the  pound  make  a  complete  registry  of 
the  same,  recording  the  breed,  color,  sex,  and  whether  licensed  or 
not,  and  if  licensed  he  shall,  if  known,  enter  the  name  and  address 
of  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog,  and  the  number  of  the  licensed 
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dog,  which  record  shall  be  made  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  such 
purpose,  and  which  shall  be  kept  open  to  public  inspection.  Im- 
pounded licensed  dogs  shall  be  kept  separate  from  unlicensed  dogs. 
A  list  of  all  licensed  dogs  so  impounded  shall  be  forthwith  sent 
to  the  City  Controller,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  same  and  who 
shall  also  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing,  by  mail,  to  the  owner  or 
keeper  of  such  licensed  dog.  The  pound-keeper,  immediately  upon 
the  impounding  of  any  dog,  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place,  at  the 
pound,  a  notice  to  the  public,  and  within  twelve  (12)  hours  there- 
after if  the  City  Controller's  Office  shall  then  be  open  to  the  public, 
or  if  not  so  open  as  soon  after  the  expiration  of  said  twelve  (12) 
hours  as  said  office  shall  be  so  open  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place 
a  notice  to  the  public  at  such  office,  giving  a  description  of  such  dog 
required  by  this  ordinance  to  be  taken,  and  such  pound-keeper  shall 
keep  such  dog  confined  in  such  pound  for  five  days  after  the  time 
of  such  impounding  unless  such  dog  be  sooner  redeemed  as  herein- 
after provided  for,  and  if  not  so  redeemed  he  shall  then  have  the 
right  to  have  such  dog  killed  in  a  humane  manner  by  a  duly  qualified 
Veterinary.  Provided,  that  after  the  expiration  of  five  days  from 
the  date  of  such  posting  at  the  office  of  the  City  Controller,  the 
pound-keeper  may  dispose  of  any  impounded  dog  by  gift  or  sale  to 
any  person  (the  owner  or  keeper  preferred)  who  shall  pay  the 
pound  fee  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,  if  a  licensed  dog,  and  if  an 
unlicensed  dog  to  anyone  (the  owner  or  keeper  preferred)  who  (pro- 
vided such  person  is  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis)  shall 
pay  such  pound  fee  for  the  current  year.  In  all  cases  where  the 
person  purchasing  any  dog  shall  be  a  non-resident  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  such  person  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  license  fee 
for  the  current  year,  but  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  pound  fee,  and 
in  addition  thereto  such  sum  of  money  as  the  pound-keeper  shall  deem 
reasonable  for  the  purchase  of  such  dog.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety,  the  pound-keeper  may  establish  a  place  of 
sale  at  a  central  location  in  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  such  gifts 
or  sales.  The  pound-keeper  shall  execute  a  bill  of  sale  to  the  person 
to  whom  such  dog  shall  be  delivered  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  such  bill  of  sale  shall  transfer  to  such  person  the 
title  of  the  original  owner  in  and  to  such  dog.  If  such  dog  shall  not 
have  been  redeemed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  in  this  section 
provided  for,  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  its  impounding  the 
same  shall  be  destroyed  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  section. 
The  carcasses  of  all  dogs  killed  as  herein  provided  for  shall  be  sold 
to  the  highest  bidder  therefor,  or  if  not  sold,  shall  be  disposed  of  to 
the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and   Charities  of  such  City. 
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Section  2.  That  Section  78  of  General  Ordinance  No.  121,  1925, 
being  "An  Ordinance  concerning  the  government  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, providing  penalties  for  its  violation,  with  stated  exceptions, 
repealing  all  former  Ordinances,"  as  amended  by  Section  2  of  General 
Ordinance  No.  46,  1930,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  78.  That  gifts,  donations  and  benevolences  to  the  Dog 
Pound  may  be  accepted  by  the  pound-keeper  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Dog  Pound,  and  all  monies  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, whether  by  donation,  sale  or  otherwise,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
City  Controller  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  succeeding  the  one  during 
which  such  monies  were  received.  Provided,  however,  that  all  pur- 
chase monies  received  for  dogs  sold  to  non-residents  of  said  City, 
exclusive  of  pound  fee,  and  all  gifts  and  donations  of  monies,  shall 
constitute  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Emergency  Dog  Pound 
Fund,"  to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  in  defraying  the 
maintenance  expenses  of  said  Dog  Pound,  including  said  Veterinary 
and  place  of  sale  expenses.  The  City  Controller  shall  weekly  make 
due  settlement  for  all  monies  received  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  with  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  as  by 
law  required.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  6,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  approving  a  certain  agreement  with  the  ADMIN- 
ISTRATOR OF  CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE  concerning  the  use 
of  the  Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport  and  the  construction  of 
certain  projects  in  connection  therewith;  the  authorizing  of  the 
Indianapolis  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  to  enter 
into  same,  and  the  fixing  of  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 
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WHEREAS,  the  Administrator  of  Civil  Aeronautics  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Commerce  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Administrator"),  with  the  approval  of  a  Board  composed  of 
the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  has  designated  as  necessary  for  na- 
tional defense  a  project  (herein  called  the  "Project")  for  devel- 
opment of  the  Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport  (herein  called 
the  "Airport"),  which  Project  is  identified  as  904-12-12;  and 

WHEREAS,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  release  and  operation  of  the 
Project,  the  Administrator  requires  that  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis (herein  called  the  "City")  have. certain  property  interests 
in  the  landing1  area  of  the  Airport  and  the  lands  to  be  improved 
under  the  Project  and  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  United 
States  (herein  called  the  "Government"),  in  the  manner  and 
form  hereof;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  legally,  financially  and  other- 
wise able  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  and  desires  to  avail 
itself  of  the  benefits  of  prosecution  of  the  Project,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  has  by  Resolution  adopted  at  its  meeting  held  on 
March  1,  1943,  proposed  to  enter  into  such  agreement  with  the 
Administrator  of  Civil  Aeronautics  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE   IT   ORDAINED  BY  THE   COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF   INDIANAPOLIS,   INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.    That  said  agreement  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  development  of  the 
airport  by  the  government  as  contemplated  by  the  project,  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  with  the  Government 
as  follows;  this  agreement  to  become  effective  upon  the  award  of  any 
construction  contract  for  any  portion  of  the  Project  or  the  inaugu- 
ration or  any  portion  of  the  Project  under  force  account,  and  shall 
terminate  six  months  after  the  date  on  which  hostilities  of  the  present 
war  in  which  the  United  States  is  engaged,  shall  cease. 

(a)  The  Government  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the 
exact  nature  of  the  improvements  to  be  made  under  the  Project  and 
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the  amount  of  Federal  funds  to  be  expended.  The  City  of  Indian- 
apolis will  co-operate  with  the  Government  to  insure  prosecution  of 
the  Project  without  interference  or  hindrance,  and  agrees  to  permit 
the  agents  and  employees  of  the  Government,  and  all  persons 
authorized  by  the  Administrator,  to  enter  upon,  use,  and  occupy  the 
property  to  be  developed,  as  the  Administrator  may  deem  necessary 
or  desirable  in  connection  with  the  construction  and  use  by  the 
government. 

(b)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Government  against  and  from  any  and  all  claims  and 
damages  which  may  arise  from  or  in  connection  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Project,  excepting  claims  for  injuries  or  death  to  persons 
resulting  from  wilfull  or  negligent  acts  or  omissions  of  the  Govern- 
ment or  any  of  its  officers,  employees,  agents,  or  agencies,  all  other 
claims  sounding  in  tort,  and  claims  for  materials  furnished  or  work 
performed  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  officers,  employees,  or 
agents  of  the  Government. 

(c)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  improvements  made 
under  the  Project  shall  be  the  sole  and  absolute  property  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  except  where  specifically  agreed  otherwise,  in 
writing,  prior  to  the  undertaking  of  the  improvement  or  installation 
in  question. 

(d)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that,  continuously  during 
the  term  of  this  agreement,  the  Airport  will  be  operated  as  such,  and 
for  no  other  purpose,  and  that  unless  utilized  exclusively  for  military 
purposes,  it  will  at  all  times  be  operated  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  public,  on  reasonable  terms  and  without  unjust  discrimination, 
and  without  grant  or  exercise  of  any  exclusive  right  for  the  use  of 
the  Airport  within  the  meaning  of  Section  303  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Act  of  1938. 

(e)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that  it  will  at  all  times 
during  the  term  of  this  agreement  maintain  in  good  and  serviceable 
condition  and  repair  the  entire  landing  area  of  the  Airport  and  all 
improvements,  facilities,  and  equipment  which  have  been  or  may  be 
made,  constructed,  or  installed  with  Federal  Aid,  including  all  im- 
provements made  under  the  Project,  other  than  facilities  and  equip- 
ment owned  by  the  Government;  Provided,  That  during  any  period 
the  said  landing  area  or  airport  improvements,  facilities,  or  equipment 
are  leased  by  or  licensed  to  the  Government  for  military  purposes,  the 
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City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  obligated  to  bear  only  that  proportion 
of  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  the  landing  area  or  airport  im- 
provements, facilities,  or  equipment  so  leased  or  licensed,  which  their 
non-military  use  bears  to  their  total  use. 

(f)  Insofar  as  it  is  within  its  power  and  reasonably  possible, 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  will  prevent  any  use  of  land  either  within 
or  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  Airport,  including  the  construction, 
erection,  alteration,  or  growth,  of  any  structure  or  other  object  there- 
on, which  would  be  a  hazard  to  the  landing,  taking  off,  or  maneuvering 
of  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  otherwise  limit  its  usefulness  as  an 
airport. 

(g)  In  order  to  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Govern- 
ment under  this  agreement,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that  it 
will  not  enter  into  any  transaction  which  would  operate  to  deprive 
it  of  any  of  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  to  perform  any  or 
all  of  the  covenants  made  herein,  unless  by  such  transaction  ^he 
obligation  to  perform  all  such  covenants  is  assumed  by  another 
public  agency.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that  it  will 
not  execute  any  deed,  lease,  operation  or  management  agreement, 
or  other  instrument  affecting  the  airport  or  any  portion  or  facility 
thereof  or  interest  therein,  even  though  the  other  party  to  the  trans- 
action is  the  Government  acting  through  the  War  Department  or 
Navy  Department,  unless  thirty  days'  notice  of  its  intention  so  to  do 
has  been  given  to  the  Administrator,  or  unless  the  Administrator 
has  waived  the  right  to  such  notice.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  instru- 
ment in  question  shall  be  attached  to  said  notice,  which  shall  state  the 
date  upon  which  the  same  is  to>  be  executed. 

(h)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that,  if  requested  to  do 
so  by  the  War  Department  or  Navy  Department,  at  any  time  during 
the  present  war  in  which  the  United  States  is  engaged,  it  will  lease 
the  landing  area  of  the  Airport  to  the  Government  for  military  or 
naval  use,  at  a  reasonable  rental,  for  a  term  of  one  year,  renewable 
annually  at  the  option  of  the  Government  for  such  period  as  the 
Government  may  designate;  Provided,  That  the  lease  shall  contain 
an  express  stipulation  that  its  term  shall  not  exceed  the  duration  of 
the  present  war  in  which  the  United  States  is  engaged  and  six 
months  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.  Such  lease  shall  also  contain 
a  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  permit,  by  instruments 
in  writing,  use  of  the  leased  premises  as  a  public  Municipal  Airport, 
as   it   is   now   used,   by   commercial,   private,   and   other   non-military 
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aircraft,  and  to  bear  all  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  and  keeping 
in  good  repair  the  leased  premises  and  all  improvements  and  facilities 
thereon,  other  than  that  proportion  of  the  cost  of  such  maintenance 
for  which  the  City  of  Indianapolis  assumes  responsibility  under  Sec- 
tion 1  (e)  hereof.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that, 
during  all  times  that  the  landing  area  of  the  Airport  is  not  held  by 
the  Government  under  lease,  the  Government  shall  have  the  right  to 
use  such  area  in  common  with  others,  without  charge,  to  the  extent 
possible  without  requiring  limitation  of  non-military  operations. 

(1)  Provided  that,  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  agreement 
shall  not  apply  to  that  portion  of  the  airport  which  is  now  occupied 
by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  under  lease  dated  January 
17,  1938,  during  the  term  of  said  lease  or  any  renewal  thereof. 

(2)  Provided  further  that  nothing  contained  in  this  agreement 
shall  in  any  way  supersede  or  invalidate  any  lease  or  leases  which 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  now  has  with  any  Commercial  Airline  for 
non-military  use  of  the  facilities  of  said  airport,  or  interfere  in  any 
way  with  the  renewal  thereof;  nor  shall  anything  contained  in  this 
agreement  interfere  with  or  prevent  the  use  of  said  airport  by  private 
and  non-military  aircraft;  but  the  right  to  grant  such  use  of  said 
airport  shall  continue  to  remain  wholly  within  the  power  and  dis- 
cretion of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  2.  In  order  to  satisfy  the  Government  that  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  is  qualified  to  sponsor  the  Project  under  the  project 
eligibility  requirements  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  and 
to  induce  the  Government  to  proceed  with  the  Project  in  accordance 
with  the  offer  made  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  in  Section  1  hereof, 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  does  hereby  represent  and  warrant  to  the 
Government  as  follows: 

(a)  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  title  in  fee  simple  to 
all  lands  comprising  the  landing  area  of  the  Airport  and  to  all  lands 
to  be  improved  under  the  Project,  which  lands  are  shown  on  the 
sketch  attached  hereto  as  part  of  Exhibit  A,  and  that  said  lands 
are  held  free  from  any  lien,  lease,  easement,  or  other  encumbrance, 
other  than  those  described  as  follows:

(c)  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  financially  and  practically 
able  to  perform  all  of  the  covenants  contained  in  this  agreement; 

(d)  That  there  is  no  pending  or  threatened  litigation  or  other 
legal  proceedings,  and  no  material  and  relevant  fact,  which  might 
adversely  affect  the  prosecution  of  the  Project,  the  operation  of  the 
Airport,  or  the  performance  of  any  of  the  covenants  contained  in 
Section  1  hereof,  which  has  not  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Administrator; 

(e)  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is 
the  proper  body  to  approve  this  agreement  and  has  complied  with  .ill 
requirements  of  law  in  so  doing; 

(f)  That  such  of  the  above  representations  and  warranties  as 
involve  questions  of  law  are  made  upon  the  advice  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  whose  certificate  as  to  such 
matters  has  previously  been  delivered  to  the  Common  Council  and  is 
annexed  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  as  Exhibit  A. 

Section  3.  That  Corporation  Counsel  and  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Works  be  and  they  are  authorized  and  directed  to  furnish  the 
Administrator  copies  of  all  documents  representing  or  evidencing 
the  encumbrances  described  in  Section  2(a)  hereof,  together  with 
such  legal  and  factual  information  relative  to  the  Airport,  the  Project, 
and  this  resolution  as  the  Administrator  may  reasonably  request.

effect. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  now  has  outstanding 
certain  bonds  which  will  mature  and  be  payable  on  the  1st  day 
of  May,  1943,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  which  no  pro- 
vision has  been  made  in  the  existing  budgets  and  tax  levies;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  will  be  necessary  to  refund  said  outstanding  bonds 
to  preserve  the  credit  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  bonds  maturing  on  May  1,  1943,  payment  of  which 
is  to  be  provided  for,  are  as  follows,  to-wit: 
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Floods  Bonds  of  1913,  issued  under  date  of  May  1,  1913, 
pursuant  to  G.  O.  No.  29,  1913;  the  entire  issue  of

1943,  cannot  be  then  made  for  the  reason  previously  set  out, 
and  that  there  are  no  funds  which  will  be  available  therefor, 
except  as  herein  provided,  and  that  the  credit  of  the  city  will 
be  seriously  impaired  in  the  event  of  failure  to  provide  for  the 
payment,  at  maturity,  of  said  outstanding  obligations;  NOW, 
THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  with  which 
to  pay  and  cancel  the  said  outstanding  bonds  of  the  city  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  hereinabove  described,  which  will  mature  and  be  pay- 
able on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1943,  and  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
the  time  of  payment  of  the  indebtedness  evidenced  by  said  bonds, 
reducing  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  equalizing  the  burden  of 
taxation,  there  shall  be  issued  and  sold  one  hundred  fifty  (150) 
negotiable,  direct,  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each, 
numbering  from  1  to  150,  both  inclusive,  and  designated  as  "City  of 
Indianapolis  Refunding  Bonds  of  May  1,  1943." 

All  of  said  refunding  bonds  shall  be  dated  as  of  May  1,  1943. 
Said  bonds  shall  mature  and  be  payable  as  follows:  Seven  (7)  bonds 
on  July  1,  1944,  and  seven  (7)  bonds  on  each  1st  day  of  July  there- 
after to  and  including  July  1,  1962,  and  seventeen  (17)  bonds  on 
July  1,  1963. 

Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four 
(4%)  per  cent  per  annum,  the  exact  rate  to  be  determined  by  bidding 
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as  hereinafter  more  particularly  provided.  The  first  interest  shall  be 
payable  on  January  1,  1944.  Thereafter  the  interest  on  said  bonds 
shall  be  payable  semi-annually,  on  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the 
1st  day  of  July  of  each  year  for  the  period  of  said  bonds.  Said  in- 
stallments of  interest  shall  be  evidenced  by  interest  coupons  attached 
to  said  bonds. 

Section  2.  Said  Refunding-  Bonds  and  the  interest  coupons  at- 
tached thereto  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  said  City  and  State,  in  lawful  money 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City,  counter- 
signed by  the  City  Controller  of  said  City,  and  attested  by  the  City 
Clerk,  who  shall  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  to  each  of  said  bonds.  The 
interest  coupon  attached  to  said  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  placing 
thereon  the  facsimile  signature  of  the  said  Mayor,  and  the  said  City 
Controller,  who,  by  the  signing  of  said  bonds,  shall  adopt  as  and  for 
their  own  proper  signatures,  their  facsimile  signatures  appearing  on 
said  coupons.  Said  bonds  shall,  in  the  hands  of  bona  fide  holders, 
have  all  of  the  qualities  of  negotiable  instruments  under  the  law 
merchant. 

Section  3.  The  form  and  tenor  of  said  refunding  bonds  and 
the  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto  shall  be  substantially  as 
follows,  (all  blanks  to  be  filled  in  properly  prior  to  delivery),  to-wit:

On  final  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  the  City  Clerk 
shall  immediately  cause  to  be  published  and  posted,  in  the  manner 
required  by  law,  a  notice  to  taxpayers  of  the  determination  of  the

WHEREAS,  by  General  Ordinance  No.  7,  1943,  duly  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  the  provisions  of 
which  are  hereby  included  herein  by  this  reference  thereto, 
certain  refunding  bonds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  aggregating 
a  principal  amount  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($150,000.00)  were  authorized  to  be  issued  and  sold  to  provide

"Any  such  transfer  or  renewal  of  license  shall  be  granted 
upon  the  application  of  the  person  or  party  who  is  registered 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Indiana  as  the  owner 
of  the  vehicle  for  which  said  license  was  issued,  and  where  such 
license  was  issued  jointly  to  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  and  any 
other  person,  firm  or  corporation  designated  in  the  application 
for  such  license  as  an  operator  having  use  or  control  of  such 
vehicles,  such  transfer  or  renewal  shall  be  granted  upon  the 
application  of  the  owner  of  such  vehicle,  without  requiring  the 
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signature  of  the  operator  designated  as  having  use  or  control 
of  such  vehicle. 

"The  City  Controller  may  require  any  such  applicant  for 
transfer  or  renewal  of  such  license  to  exhibit  the  certificate 
of  title  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Indiana  for  the 
vehicle  for  which  license  was  issued,  and  the  person  or  party 
in  whose  name  such  vehicle  is  registered  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  Indiana  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  owner 
thereof. 

"If  the  City  Controller  shall  determine  that  the  public 
interest  is  affected  by  any  such  application  for  transfer  or 
renewal  of  license,  he  may  refer  such  application  for  transfer  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  and  shall  grant  or  refuse  such 
application  for  transfer  of  such  license  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  shall  fix.  The  City 
Controller  shall  refer  any  application  for  a  new  license  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety  and  shall  grant  or  refuse  such  appli- 
cation for  a  new  license  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety  shall  fix." 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

This  letter  is  addressed  to  whom  it  most  concerns,  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  present  at  this 
meeting. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  write  to  offer  a  thought  for  your  consideration,  and  behind 
the  thought  there  is  a  strange  fact,  an  anomaly  in  nature.  I  think 
that  it  was  a  great  man,  Maurice  Maeterlinck,  who  first  put  the 
thought  into  words  and  called  our  attention  to  the  strangeness  of 
the  fact.  He  said  that  out  of  all  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  species 
of  animals  created  by  nature,  only  one — one  single  species  of  animal 
— had  come  to  be  man's  friend  and  loved  him.  Man  made  use  of 
other  animals,  horses  and  cattle  and  other  beasts;  but  out  of  the 
myriads  of  creatures  upon  the  earth  only  one,  the  dog,  abandoned 
even  his  own  kind  and  voluntarily  crossed  the  vast  abyss  that  sepa- 
rates the  species.  Only  the  dog  had  leaped  that  gulf  and  come  to  live 
with  man  to  be  his  devoted  companion,  his  joyful  servant  and  humble 
defender.  If  a  cat  were  the  size  of  a  tiger,  said  Maeterlinck,  I  would 
avoid  him  as  I  would  avoid  a  tiger,  but  the  dog  makes  man  his  god, 
worships  him,  adores  him,  finds  supreme  joy  only  in  seeing  him, 
living  near  him  and  pleasing  him. 

Yes,  it  is  strange  destiny  the  dog  has  accomplished  for  him- 
self, selecting  man  out  of  all  the  universe,  coming  of  his  own  free 
will  and  trustfully  to  be  man's  only  friend.  In  the  whole  of  illimitable 
space  man  has  no  other.  No  other  loves  him,  believes  in  him  or  un- 
questionably puts  the  power  of  life  and  death  for  himself  in  man's 
hands.  I  find  few  things  in  life  more  touching  than  the  fact  that  the 
dog  does  this  gladly  and  meekly.  The  history  of  his  race  has  left 
him  no  option  except  to  put  his  fate  in  the  hands  of  man,  his  dearly 
loved  god. 

What  is  man's  response  ?  A  detail  of  the  answer  to  that  ques- 
tion is  before  this  assembly  tonight.  Only  a  detail,  yes;  but  a  detail 
involving  life  and  death,  horror  and  torture,  for  these  poor  helpless 
little  friends  of  man.    Upon  the  decision  of  the  Council  in  this  matter 

rests  a  difference  for  many,  many  of  them  between  h on  earth 

and  heaven  on  earth. 
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This  is  another  strange  thought,  ladies  and  gentlemen;  but  it 
can  be  heaven  on  earth  to  be  a  $4  dog.  I  can't  believe  that  any  $100 
dog  would  be  less  valuable  because  there'd  come  to  be  a  chance  for  life 
and  happiness  in  the  existence  of  $4  dogs.  The  $4  dogs  are  already 
in  the  world — as  we  ourselves  are.  Can't  they  have  even  $4  worth 
of  a  chance  to  live? 

There's  a  word  much  used  of  late  years,  often  inappropriately; 
but  it  seems  to  apply  to  the  question  before  you.  The  word  "under- 
privileged." What  of  the  underprivileged  who  can't  even  hope  to  be 
$4  dogs?  The  answer  turns  the  heart  sick;  but  we  haven't  found  any 
other:  they  must  die.  Yes,  we  acquiesce;  but  we  often  hear  nowadays 
that  the  world  is  in  a  struggle  against  ruthlessness. 

That  is  the  quality  we  attribute  to  our  enemies,  and  rightly. 
Then  certainly  we  should  not  find  ruthlessness  at  home.  The  quality 
of  mercy  is  twice  blessed.  Do  we  deny  it  to  helpless  creatures  who 
would  be  our  friends  if  we  would  let  them  live  ?  Do  we  make  them 
not  only  die  but  die  in  agony — we  who  array  ourselves  as  among  the 
merciful  peoples  of  this  earth? 

Indianapolis  has  grown  to  be  more  than  "no  mean  city;"  it  is 
a  great  one.  Can  it  afford  to  be  a  city  wherein  the  noble  and  blessed 
quality  of  mercy  is  not  shown  to  the  helpless?

That  Section  36  of  General  Ordinance  No.  121,  en- 
titled "An  ordinance  concerning  the  government  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, providing  penalties  for  its  violation  and,  with  stated  excep- 
tions, repealing  all  former  ordinances,"  which  ordinance  is  designated 
officially  as  Municipal  Code  of  Indianapolis  1925,  be  amended  so  that 
Section  36  of  said  ordinance  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  36.  Before  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be 
granted  a  permit  to  open  or  carry  on  any  skating  rink  within  said 
city,  application  therefor  shall  first  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Board 
of  Zoning  Appeals  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  hold  public  hearings  thereon,  notice  of  said  public  hear- 
ing to  be  published  in  three  consecutive  issues  of  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  said  City.  The  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  is 
hereby  granted  authority  after  said  public  hearing  to  grant  or  deny 
said  application:  Provided,  however,  that  no  permit  shall  be  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  for  the  erection  or  operation  of  any 
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skating  rink  within  a  circle  radius  of  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any- 
church,  hospital,  or  school  building  without  said  applicant  having  first 
obtained  the  written  permission  of  the  duly  elected  trustees  and/or 
the  authorized  officials  of  said  church,  hospital  or  school  building. 
Any  individual,  firm,  or  corporation  opening  or  carrying  on  any 
skating  rink  in  said  city  without  first  obtaining  the  permission  of 
the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  as  herein  provided  shall  on  conviction 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  for 
the  first  offense  and  any  sum  not  exceeding  Twenty-Five  Dollars 
($25.00)  for  each  additional  offense,  and  each  day's  violation  of  this 
section  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense." 


Section  2.  That  Sections  Numbered  36,  37,  and  38  of  said  Gen- 
eral Ordinance  No.  121  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
in  conflict  with  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen : 


I  am  returning  to  you  herewith  without  my  signature,  within 
ten  days  after  its  receipt  by  me,  General  Ordinance  No.  10. 

My  objections  to  General  Ordinance  No.  10  are  as  follows: 

1.  If  this  ordinance  were  put  into  effect,  it  would  materially 
decrease  the  flow  of  traffic  during  rush  hours  and  would 
substantially  increase  the  consumption  of  gasoline  and 
rubber  due  to  the  necessity  of  motor  vehicles  being 
forced  to  stop  and  start  in  a  single  line  of  traffic. 

2.  By  requiring  a  single  line  of  traffic  to  pass  to  the  right 
of  safety  zones  in  the  mile  square,  a  large  number  of 
defense  workers  who  are  required  to  drive  their  auto- 
mobiles to  and  from  work,  would  be  delayed. 

3.  The  Traffic  Engineer  of  the  City,  after  studying  the 
traffic  problems  in  the  mile  square,  has  recommended 
that  traffic  be  permitted  to  continue  to  pass  to  the  left 
of  safety  zones,  as  it  has  been  routed  for  some  time  in 
the  past. 

4.  As  to  the  safety  features  involved,  I  have  been  advised 
by  the  Police  Department  that  no  accidents  have  oc- 
curred, nor  bodily  injury  has  been  suffered  by  persons 
waiting  in  safety  zones  for  street  cars  during  the  time 
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that  motor  vehicles  have  been  authorized  to  drive  to 
the  left  of  such  zones. 

5.  It  is  to  be  deeply  regretted  that  at  times  persons  wait- 
ing in  safety  zones  suffer  damage  to  their  clothing  due 
to  water  and  mud  being  splashed  thereon  by  passing 
vehicles.  However,  in  the  present  emergency,  I  do  not 
feel  that  such  incidents,  regrettable  as  they  are,  out- 
weigh the  necessity  of  the  conservation  of  essential 
materials  and  the  expediting  of  traffic  as  above  stated.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  a  certain  contract  by  and  between  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Safety,  with  the 
approval  of  its  Mayor,  and  Warren  Township,  by  and  through  its 
Advisory  Board  and  Trustee,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  January 
1,  1943,  which  contract  reads  as  follows:  . 

THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1943,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public 
Safety,  with  the  approval  of  its  Mayor,  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  Warren  Township  of  Marion  County,  State  of  Indiana,  by 
and  through  its  Advisory  Board  and  Trustee,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part,  WITNESSETH  THAT: 

WHEREAS,  the  party  of  the  first  part  has  and  maintains 
a  fire  department  for  fire  protection  of  the  person  and  property 
of  the  citizens  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  is  desirous  of 
contracting  with  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  use  of  the 
services  of  said  fire  department  of  said  party  of  the  first  part 
for  fire  protection  of  the  property  of  the  citizens  of  said  town- 
ship situated  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  all  cities  and 
towns  in  said  township;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  adequate 
fire  department  or  fire-fighting  apparatus  for  the  use  and 
benefit  and  protection  of  the  person  and  property  of  its  resi- 
dents as  aforesaid;  and  under  section  65-501  et  seq.  Burns  In- 
diana Statutes,  1933,  as  amended  in  1937,  a  Trustee  of  a  town- 
ship is  authorized  to  contract  with  the  proper  authorities  of  any 
city,  or  town,  that  has  or  maintains  adequate  fire-fighting 
equipment  and  which  is  in  a  township  contiguous  thereto,  for 
fire  protection;  and  a  Trustee  of  any  township  is  authorized  and 
empowered  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Township  Advisory 
Board  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  such  fire  protection  and  to 
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purchase  for  such  township  fire-fighting  equipment,  and  provide 
for  the  proper  housing,  care  and  maintenance  of  such  equipment; 
and  whenever  any  Township  Trustee  shall  purchase  any  such 
equipment,  such  Township  Trustee,  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Township  Advisory  Board  is  authorized  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  any  volunteer  fire-fighting  company  for  the  use 
and  operation  of  such  equipment;  and  further  provides  that  all 
expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by  any  township  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  said  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  township 
general  fund,  and  the  Township  Advisory  Board  may  increase 
the  general  fund  levy  by  sufficient  amount,  annually,  to  defray 
such  expenses;  and 

WHEREAS,  second  party  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  will 
receive  better  fire  protection  at  less  cost  if  it  contract  with  first 
party  for  fire  protection  as  provided  for  in  this  contract  than 
it  would  if  it  purchased  and  maintained  its  own  fire  equipment, 
either  alone  or  with  some  city,  town  or  other  township;  and 
therefore  in  lieu  of  purchasing  and  maintaining  its  own  fire 
equipment,  it  is  desirous  of  contracting  with  the  first  party

($100.00)   per  fire  for  each  run  made  by  the  Indianapolis  Fire 
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Department  for  any  and  all  fires  in  excess  of  twenty-five  (25) 
which  might  occur  during  said  year;  it  is  understood  and  agreed 
by  and  between  the  parties  that  in  case  said  Warren  Township 
has  no  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  runs  for  fires  during  said 
year,  the  total  compensation  to  be  paid  to  said  first  party  by 
said  second  party  shall  be  said  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($2,500.00). 

It  is  agreed  and  understood  by  the  parties  hereto  that 
this  contract  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  period  of 
one  (1)  year,  that  is,  from  the  1st  day  of  January,  1943,  to 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1943.

corporation  on  account  of  any  act  or  omission  arising  out  of 
the  performance  of  the  services  herein  contracted  for. 

It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  the  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  furnish  its  own  water  supply  at  its  own 
expense. 

This  contract  shall  be  of  no  force  and  effect  unless  its 
execution  is  authorized  by  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  approved  by  its  Mayor.

members  attached  to  and/or  serving  with  the  Gamewell  Division, 
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from  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  "Police  and  Firemen's  Equip- 
ment Fund"  by  the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Public  Safety,  through 
its  duly  authorized  Purchasing  Agent,  and  fixing  a  time  when 
the  same  shall  take  effect. 


WHEREAS,  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  of  Indi- 
anapolis, including  members  attached  to  and/or  serving  with 
the  Gamewell  Division,  are  now  obliged  to  purchase  their  own 
personal  equipment  at  their  own  personal  expense,  including 
such  items  as  uniforms,  weapons,  rubber  coats,  helmets  and 
boots,  cartridges  and  supplies,  and 


WHEREAS,  it  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  in  the  protec- 
tion of  their  persons  and  property  that  the  City,  at  its  expense, 
buy  and  supply  at  least  a  part  of  such  equipment,  and  supplies; 
NOW,  THEREFORE, 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.  That,  beginning  as  of  January  10,  1943,  the  Indian- 
apolis Board  of  Public  Safety,  through  its  duly  authorized  Purchas- 
ing Agent,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed  to  purchase  from  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  after  due  adver- 
tisement, such  equipment  in  the  way  of  uniforms,  parts  of  uniforms, 
hats,  caps,  helmets,  rubber  coats,  boots,  weapons,  and  supplies,  etc., 
as  may  be  requested  in  the  manner  hereinafter  described  by  and  for 
the  members  of  the  Indianapolis  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  includ- 
ing those  members  now  attached  to  and/or  serving  with  the  Gamewell 
Division,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Sixty  Dollars  ($60.00)  per 
member  per  year;  the  same  to  be  paid  for  from  monies  provided  for 
that  purpose  in  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Police  and  Fire- 
men's Equipment  Fund." 


Section  2.  That  on  January  10th  and  July  10th  of  each  year, 
the  individual  members  of  the  Indianapolis  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments (including  those  attached  to  and/or  serving  with  the  Game- 
well   Division)    shall   make  known  to  the   Chief  of  their  Department 
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such  personal  equipment  in  the  way  of  uniforms,  parts  of  uniforms, 
hats,  caps,  helmets,  rubber  coats  and  boots,  overcoats,  weapons  and 
supplies,  etc.,  (in  individual  amounts  of  not  to  exceed  Sixty  Dollars 
($60.00)  per  member  per  year)  by  designating  same  on  individual 
triplicate  application  forms  supplied  for  such  purpose  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Safety;  all  such  applications  must  be  properly  executed 
by  the  respective  applicants  applying  for  equipment  and  filed  by 
the  applicants  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  which 
the  particular  applicant  is  a  member  not  later  than  ten  (10)  days 
after  January  10th  or  July  10th  of  each  year,  and  improperly  filed 
applications  will  be  disregarded.  At  the  close  of  each  of  said  ten  (10) 
day  periods,  the  Chiefs  of  said  departments  shall  forward  the  original 
and  one  copy  of  each  triplicate  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Safety  for  purchase  and  supply  by  said  Board's 
duly  authorized  Purchasing  Agent. 


Section  3.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  26,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  the  parking  and  location  of  automobile 
trailers  and  regulating  the  licensing,  location,  erection,  main- 
tenance and  conduct  of  automobile  trailer  camps  and  tourist 
camps  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof. 
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BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.    Definitions: 


Whenever   used   in   this    ordinance,   unless   a   different   meaning 
appears  from  the  context: 


(a)  An  "Automobile  Trailer,"  "Trailer  Coach,"  or  "Trailer" 
means  any  vehicle  or  structure  so  designed  and  constructed  in  such 
manner  as  will  permit  occupancy  thereof  as  sleeping  quarters  for 
one  or  more  persons,  or  the  conduct  of  any  business  or  profession, 
occupation  or  trade  (or  use  as  a  selling  or  advertising  device),  and 
so  designed  that  it  is  or  may  be  mounted  on  wheels  and  used  as  a 
conveyance  on  highways  or  city  streets,  propelled  or  drawn  by 
its  own  or  other  motive  power,  excepting  a  device  used  exclusively 
upon  stationary  rails  or  tracks. 


(b)  A  "Trailer  Camp"  means  any  park,  trailer  park,  trailer 
court,  court,  camp,  site,  lot,  parcel,  or  tract  of  land  designed,  main- 
tained or  intended  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  a  location  or  acom- 
modations  for  any  trailer  coach  or  trailer  coaches  and  upon  which  any 
trailer  coach  or  trailer  coaches  are  parked  and  shall  include  all  build- 
ings used  or  intended  for  use  as  part  of  the  equipment  thereof 
whether  a  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  trailer  camp  and  its 
facilities  or  not.  "Trailer  Camp"  shall  not  include  automobile  or 
trailer  sales  lots  on  which  unoccupied  trailers  are  parked  for  pur- 
poses of  inspection  and  sale. 


(c)  A  "Tourist  Camp"  means  any  park,  tourist  park,  tourist 
court,  camp,  court,  site,  lot,  parcel,  or  tract  of  land  upon  which  one 
or  more  camp  cottages  or  cabins  are  located  and  maintained  for  the 
accommodation  of  transients  by  the  day,  week,  or  month,  whether 
a  charge  is  made  or  not. 
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(d)  A  "Unit"  means  a  section  of  ground  in  a  trailer  camp  of 
not  less  than  1,200  square  feet  of  unoccupied  space  in  an  area 
designated  as  the  location  for  only  one  automobile  and  one  trailer. 


(e)  A  "Cabin  Plot"  means  a  section  of  ground  not  less  than 
30  feet  by  40  feet  in  area,  upon  which  only  one  camp  cottage  or  cabin 
is  located. 


(f)  The  word  "person"  shall  be  construed  to  include  persons, 
partnership,  firm,  company,  corporation,  tenant,  owner,  lessee,  or 
licensee,  their  agents,  heirs,  or  assigns. 


(g)  The  word  "Paving  or  Paved",  when  used  in  connection  with 
driveways,  ground  or  roads,  shall  mean  a  surfacing  material  which 
affords  a  level,  durable  surface  for  easy  and  safe  use. 


Section  2.    Enforcement. 


A  Board  of  Investigators  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Health,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau,  the 
Chief  of  Police,  the  Building  Commissioner,  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  the 
Traffic  Engineer,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals, 
with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  as  Chairman. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  shall  be  Secretary 
of  this  Board. 


It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  enforce  all  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  as  prescribed  herein  or  such  provisions  as 
may  hereafter  be  enacted,  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such 
enforcement,  any  of  the  above  members  of  the  Board,  or  their  duly 
authorized  representatives,  shall  have  the  right  and  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  enter  upon  any  premises  on  which  any  automobile  trailer 
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or  camp  cottages  or  cabins  are  located,  or  are  about  to  be  located, 
and  inspect  the  same  and  all  accommodations  connected  therewith  at 
any  reasonable  time.  The  Board  is  further  empowered  to  issue 
orders  granting,  renewing,  and  revoking  such  permits  and  licenses 
as  are  provided  for  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 


Section  3.    Location  Outside  Camps. 


(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, for  any  person  to  park  any  trailer  on  any  street,  alley,  or 
highway,  or  other  public  place,  or  on  any  tract  of  land  owned  by 
any  person,  occupied  or  unoccupied,  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
except  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 


(b)  Emergency  or  temporary  stopping  or  parking  is  permitted 
on  any  street,  alley,  or  highway  for  not  longer  than  one  hour  sub- 
ject to  any  other  and  further  prohibitions,  regulations,  or  limitations 
imposed  by  the  traffic  and  parking  regulations  or  ordinances  for 
that  street,  alley  or  highway. 


(c)  No  person  shall  park  or  occupy  any  trailer  on  the  premises 
of  any  occupied  dwelling  or  on  any  lot  which  is  not  a  part  of  the 
premises  of  any  occupied  dwelling  either  of  which  is  situated  outside 
an  approved  trailer  camp;  except,  the  parking  of  only  one  unoccupied 
trailer  in  an  accessory  private  garage  building,  or  in  a  rear  yard  in 
any  district,  is  permitted  providing  no  living  quarters  shall  be  main- 
tained or  any  business  practiced  in  said  trailer  while  such  trailer  is 
so  parked  or  stored. 


Section  4.    Permanent  Occupancy. 


Automobile  trailers  shall  not  be  used  as  a  permanent  place 
of  abode  or  as  a  permanent  dwelling  or  for  indefinite  periods  of 
time.  Provided,  that  any  such  trailer  properly  connected  with  the 
city  water  supply  and  sanitary  sewer  systems,  and  constructed  and 
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located  in  compliance  with  all  requirements  of  the  building,  plumbing, 
sanitary,  health,  zoning  and  electrical  ordinances  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis and  not  inhabited  by  a  greater  number  of  occupants  than 
that  for  which  it  was  designed  may  be  permitted  on  any  premises 
under  permits  properly  secured  as  provided  for  in  said  building, 
plumbing,  electrical,  sanitary,  health,  and  zoning  ordinances. 


Section   5.     License   for  Trailer,   or  Tourist   Camp;   Application 
Therefor  and  Issuance  Thereof. 


(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  establish,  operate  or 
maintain,  or  permit  to  be  established,  operated  or  maintained  upon 
any  property  owned  or  controlled  by  him,  a  trailer  camp  or  tourist 
camp  or  combination  of  the  two  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  without  having  first  secured  a  license  therefor  and  for 
each  of  them  from  the  Board  of  Investigators,  granted  and  existing 
in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance.  Such  license  shall 
expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  but  may  be  renewed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  for  additional  periods  of  one  year. 


(b)  The  application  for  such  license  or  the  renewal  thereof 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Investigators  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  unit 
and  cabin  plot  in  the  existing  or  proposed  camp  and  a  license  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  to  guarantee  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance.  The  application  for  a  license  or 
a  renewal  thereof  shall  be  made  on  printed  forms  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Investigators  and  shall  include  the  name  and  address 
of  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  tract  (if  the  fee  is  vested  in  some  person 
other  than  the  applicant,  a  duly  verified  statement  by  that  person, 
that  the  applicant  is  authorized  by  him  to  construct  or  maintain 
the  trailer  or  tourist  camp  and  make  the  application),  and  such  a 
legal  description  of  the  premises,  upon  which  the  trailer  or  tourist 
camp  is  or  will  be  located  as  will  readily  identify  and  definitely 
locate  the  premises.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  four 
copies  of  the  camp  plan  showing  the  following,  either  existing  or 
as  proposed:  (1)  The  extent  and  area  used  for  camp  purposes; 
(2)  Roadways  and  driveways;  (3)  Location  of  sites  or  units  for 
trailer  coaches  or  cabins;  (4)  Location  and  number  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences, including  toilets,  washrooms,  laundries  and  utility  rooms 
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to  be  used  by  occupants  of  units  or  cabins  (in  cases  where  cabins 
do  not  have  all  such  facilities  in  proper  conformance  with  city  build- 
ing, plumbing  and  other  ordinances);  (5)  Method  and  plan  of  sewage 
disposal;  (6)  Method  and  plan  of  garbage  removal;  (7)  Plan  for 
water  supply;    (8)   Plan  for  electrical  lighting  of  units  and  cabins. 


(c)  Before  such  license  may  be  issued,  there  must  be  a  favor- 
able recommendation  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  premises  must  be  inspected  and 
approved  by  each  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Investigators,  or 
his  duly  authorized  representatives,  as  complying  with  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  and  all  other  applicable  ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 


(d)  Licenses  issued  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  convey 
no  right  to  erect  any  building,  to  do  any  plumbing  work  or  to  do 
any  electrical  work. 


Section  6.    Zoning  of  Trailer  and  Tourist  Campj 


(a)  No  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  be  located  in  any  primary 
or  secondary  fire  zone  or  any  other  zone  except  as  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 


(b)  The  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
may,  in  conformance  with  the  zoning  laws,  recommend,  and  the  Board 
of  Investigators  may  issue  a  license  for  the  location  of  a  trailer 
camp  in  any  district  in  which  licenses  are  herein  prohibited,  after 
a  public  hearing  if,  upon  such  hearing,  said  Board  finds  that  denial 
of  such  license  will  cause  unnecessary  hardship  on  the  applicant  and 
finds  in  addition  that  the  owners  of  all  property  within  200  yards 
of  the  proposed  camp  will  not  suffer  unnecessary  hardship  by  reason 
of  the  operation  of  the  camp  at  the  proposed  location.  The  Board 
shall  file  its  findings  and  conclusions  in  writing  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  and  serve  copies  on  all  parties  present  or  represented 
at  the  hearing. 
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(c)  No  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  be  located  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  unless  City  water  and  sewer 
connections   and  fire   protection  facilities  are  available. 


(d)  No  occupied  trailer  or  camp  cottage  or  cabin  cottage  or 
cabin  or  other  building  shall  be  located  within  the  city  limits  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  within  the  recognized  set  back  line  for  the 
zoning  district  in  which  such  trailer  or  cabin  is  located  nor  less  than 
ten  feet  from  any  other  building  or  vehicle  or  the  boundary  line  of 
the  tract  on  which  located. 


Section  7.    Camp  Plan. 


(a)  Every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  be  located  on  a  well- 
drained  area,  and  the  premises  shall  be  properly  graded  so  as  to 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  storm  or  other  waters. 


(b)  Units  and  cabin  plots  shall  be  clearly  designated  and  the 
camp  so  arranged  that  all  units  and  cabin  plots  shall  face  or  abut 
on  a  driveway  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in  width,  giving  easy 
access  from  all  units  to  a  public  street.  Such  driveway  shall  be  paved 
and  maintained  in  good  condition,  having  natural  drainage  into  a  city 
street  catch  basin,  be  well  lighted  at  night,  and  shall  not  be  ob- 
structed. 


(c)  No  camp  cottage  or  cabin  shall  be'  less  than  280  square 
feet  nor  less  than  14  feet  wide  at  its  narrowest  point,  and  not  less 
than  8  feet  high  from  floor  to  ceiling  and  shall  not  have  less  than 
27  square  feet  of  ventilation  openings,  and  all  windows  must  be  fully 
screened.  If  the  floor  be  of  wood,  it  shall  be  raised  not  less  than  12 
inches  above  the  ground  level. 


(d)  The  camp  shall  be  so  laid  out  that  no  unit  or  cabin  shall 
be  located  farther  than  200  feet  from  the  toilets  and  service  build- 
ings provided  for  herein,  and  walk- ways  to  such  buildings  shall  be 
paved  and  well  lighted  at  night. 
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(e)  Every  trailer  unit  shall  be  furnished  with  an  electric  service 
outlet.  Such  outlet  shall  be  equipped  with  an  externally  operated 
switch  or  fuse  of  not  less  than  30  Amperes  capacity,  and  a  heavy 
duty  outlet  receptacle. 


Section  8.    Water  Supply. 


(a)  An  adequate  supply  of  pure  water,  furnished  through  a 
pipe  distribution  system  connected  directly  with  the  city  water  main, 
with  supply  faucets  located  not  more  than  200  feet  from  any  trailer 
or  cabin  shall  be  furnished  for  drinking'  and  domestic  purposes. 


(b)  No  common  drinking  vessels  shall  be  permitted,  nor  shall 
any  drinking  water  faucets  be  placed  in  any  toilet  room  or  water 
closet  compartment. 


(c)     An  abundant  supply  of  hot  water  shall  be  provided  at  all 
times  for  bathing,  washing  and  laundry  facilities. 


Section  9.    Service  Building  and  Accommodations. 


(a)  Every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  have  erected  thereon, 
at  a  distance  not  greater  than  200  feet  from  any  unit  or  cabin 
it  is  designed  to  serve,  a  suitable  building  for  housing  toilets, 
showers  and  laundry  facilities,  as  required  by  this  ordinance,  such 
buildings  to  be  known  as  the  Service  Building. 


(b)  There  shall  be  provided  for  the  exclusive  use  of  tenants 
separate  toilet  rooms  for  each  sex.  Flush  toilets  provided  with  an 
adequate  water  supply  shall  be  enclosed  in  separate  compartments 
having  a  minimum  width  of  3  feet,  6  inches  and  shall  be  provided 
for  each  sex  in  the  ratio  of  one  toilet  for  each  eight  units  or  cabins

or  fraction  thereof.  Every  male  toilet  room  shall  have  one  urinal 
for  each  sixteen  units  or  cabins,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  male  toilet 
be  without  one  urinal.  Toilet  rooms  shall  contain  lavatories  with  hot 
and  cold  water  in  the  ratio  of  one  lavatory  to  every  two  or  less  water 
closets. 


(c)  Separate  bathing  facilities  for  each  sex  shall  be  provided 
with  one  shower  enclosed  in  a  compartment  at  least  four  feet  square, 
for  each  eight  units  or  cabins  or  fraction  thereof.  Each  shower  com- 
partment shall  be  supplemented  by  an  individual  dressing  compart- 
ment of  at  least  twelve  square  feet. 


(d)      Laundry  facilities   shall  be   provided  in  the   ratio   of  one 
double  tray  and  one  ironing  board  for  each  10  units  or  cabins. 


(e)      The    above    accommodations    shall   be   based   on   the   total 
camp  capacity  according  to  accepted  plans. 


(f )  Floors  of  toilets,  showers  and  the  laundry  shall  be  of  con- 
crete, tile,  or  similar  material  impervious  to  water  and  easily  cleaned 
and  pitched  to  a  floor  drain. 


Section  10.    Waste  and  Garbage  Disposal. 


(a)  All  waste  from  showers,  toilets,  laundries,  faucets  and 
lavatories  shall  be  wasted  into  a  sewer  system  extended  from  and 
connected  with  the  city  sewer  system. 


(b)  All  sanitary  facilities  in  any  trailer  which  are  not  con- 
nected with  the  city  sewer  system  by  means  of  rigid  pipe  connec- 
tions shall  be  sealed  and  their  use  is  hereby  declared  unlawful. 


(c)     Each  faucet  site  shall  be  equipped  with  facilities  for  drain- 
age of  waste  and  excess  water  into  the  sewer.    In  no  case  shall  any 
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waste  water  be  thrown  or  discharged  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground 
or  disposed  of  by  means  other  than  as  herein  provided. 


(d)  Every  unit  shall  be  provided  with  a  substantial  fly  tight 
metal  garbage  depository  from  which  the  contents  shall  be  removed 
by  the  city  garbage  collection  service. 


Section   11.    Limitations  on  Length  of  Stay  and  on  Number  of 
Occupants. 


(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remain  or  live  in 
any  trailer  or  tourist  camp  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  in  each 
twelve  month  period,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  this 
ordinance,  except  that  upon  a  showing  and  proof  that  one  or  more 
occupants  of  a  trailer  or  cabin  are  engaged  in  vital  national  defense 
work  and  that  there  exists  in  the  community  a  shortage  of  adequate 
housing  facilities,  additional  stays  of  sixty  (60)  days  may  be  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Investigators,  such  additional  stays  being  renewable 
at  the  end  of  each  sixty  (60)  day  period  upon  further  and  similar 
showing;  Provided  that  this  time  limitation  shall  not  apply  to  the 
licenses  of  a  trailer  or  tourist  camp  or  his  bona  fide  employees  so  as 
to  prevent  their  remaining  on  the  camp  premises  at  all  times. 


(b)     No  trailer  or  cabin  may  be  inhabited  by  a  greater  number 
of  occupants  than  that  for  which  it  was  designed. 


Section   12.    Management. 


(a)  In  every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  there  shall  be  an  office 
building  in  which  shall  be  located  the  office  of  the  person  in  charge 
of  said  camp,  as  well  as  facilities  for  U.  S.  Mail  Service.  A  copy 
of  the  camp  license  and  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  posted  therein  and 
the  camp  register  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  said  office. 
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(b)     In  every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  there  shall  be  an  attendant 
or  person  in  charge  at  all  times  whose  duties  shall  be: 


(1)  Keep  at  all  times  a  register  of  all  guests  (which  shall 
be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection  by  State  and  Federal  officers 
and  officers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis)  showing  for  all  guests: 


a.  Names  and  addresses. 

b.  Dates  of  entrance  and  departure. 


c.    License  numbers  of  all  trailers  and  towing  or  other 
automobiles. 


d.  States  issuing  such  licenses. 

e.  Place  of  last  location,  and  length  of  stay. 


(2)  Maintain  the  camp  in  a  clean,  orderly  and  sanitary 
condition  at  all  times,  conducting  a  daily  inspection  for  this 
purpose. 


(3)  See  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  complied 
with  and  enforced  and  report  promptly  to  the  proper  authorities 
any  violations  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  violations  of  law 
which  may  come  to  his  attention. 


(4)  Report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
all  cases  of  persons  or  animals  affected  or  suspected  of  being 
affected  with  any  communicable  disease. 


(5)      Prevent   the   running  loose   of   dogs,   cats,   or   other 
animals  or  pets. 
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(6)  Maintain  in  convenient  places,  approved  by  the  Fire 
Department,  hand  fire  extinguishers  in  the  ratio  of  one  to  each 
eight  units  or  cabins. 


(7)  Collect  the  service  charge  provided  for  in  Section  13 
of  this  ordinance,  from  the  occupants  of  each  unit  in  the  camp 
and  pay  over  the  money  so  collected  to  the  City  Controller  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis.  A  book  shall  be  kept  showing  the 
names  of  the  persons  paying  said  service  charges  and  the  amount 
paid. 


(8)     Prohibit  the  lighting  of  open  fires  on  the  premises. 


(9)  Prohibit  the  use  of  any  trailer  or  cabin  by  a  greater 
number  of  occupants  than  that  which  it  is  designed  to  accom- 
modate. 


Section  13.    Service  and  Inspection  Charges. 


There  is  hereby  imposed  a  service  and  inspection  charge  of  10c 
per  day  per  unit  and  on  each  occupant  of  each  unit  of  trailer  camps 
licensed  hereunder.  The  licensee  of  the  trailer  camp  shall  collect  this 
service  charge  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  pay  it  over  to  the 
City  Controller  in  accordance  with  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the 
City  Controller  may  promulgate  governing  such  payments. 


Section  14.    Applicability  of  Plumbing,  Electrical  and  Building 
Ordinances. 


All  plumbing,  electrical,  building  and  other  work  on  or  at  any 
camp  licensed  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  regulating  such  work  unless 
said  ordinances  are  specifically  made  inapplicable  under  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance. 
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Section  15.    Revocation  and  Suspension. 


(a)  The  Board  of  Investigators  is  hereby  authorized  to  revoke 
any  license  issued  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  if  after 
due  investigation  they  determine  that  the  holder  thereof  has  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  that  any  trailer,  trailer 
camp,  or  tourist  camp  is  being  maintained  in  an  unsanitary  or  unsafe 
manner  or  is  a  nuisance. 


Section  16.    Hearing  on  Granting,  Denial,  Renewal,  or  Revoca- 
tion of  License. 


Any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Investigators 
granting,  denying,  renewing,  or  revoking  a  license  for  a  trailer  camp 
or  tourist  camp,  under  this  ordinance,  may  file  a  written  request  for 
a  hearing  before  the  Board  within  ten  (10)  days  after  issuance  of 
such  order.  The  Board  shall  give  notice  of  a  public  hearing  upon  this 
request  to  be  held  in  not  less  than  five  (5)  days  after  service  of  the 
notice  on  the  persons  requesting  the  hearing.  The  Board  may  also 
give  notice  of  the  hearing  to  other  persons  directly  interested  in 
the  order  in  question.  At  such  hearing,  the  Board  shall  determine 
whether  the  granting,  denial,  renewal,  or  revocation  of  the  license 
was  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  issue 
a  written  findings  of  fact,  conclusions  of  law  and  an  order  to  carry 
out  its  findings  and  conclusions.  These  findings  of  fact,  conclusions 
of  law,  and  order  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  and 
served  by  the  Board  upon  all  parties  appearing  or  represented  at 
said  hearing. 


Section  17.    Court  Review. 

Any  order  either  granting,  denying,  renewing,  or  revoking  any 
license  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  may  be  appealed  to 
the  Marion  County  Superior  Court  or  to  the  Marion  Circuit  Court 
in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  from  any  order  under  the  building  or 
zoning  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Appeals  from  such 
orders  must  be  taken  within  10  days  after  the  order  is  issued.  Upon 
any  such  appeal  the  findings  of  fact  of  the  Board  of  Investigators, 
if  supported  by  substantial  evidence,  shall  be  conclusive. 
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Section  18.    Penalties  for  Violation  of  Ordinance. 


Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  and  not  more  than  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300)  and  every  day  such  violation  exists  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense  and  be  punishable  as  such  hereunder. 


Section  19.    Separability  and  Conflict. 


(a)  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase  or 
portion  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  invalid  or  uncon- 
stitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  portion  shall 
be  deemed  a  separate,  distinct  and  independent  provision  and  such 
holding  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  thereof. 


(b)  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  or 
contrary  hereto  are  hereby  repealed,,  except,  nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  interpreted  so  as  to  conflict  with  the  State  Housing  Laws, 
State  legislation  regulating  trailers,  trailer  camps  or  tourist  camps 
or  any  of  the  requirements  of  any  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis not  mentioned  or  made  inapplicable  by  the  express  terms  of 
this  ordinance. 


Section  20.    Effective  Date. 


This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  according  to  law.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  27,  1943 


AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  General  Ordinance  No.  114,  1922,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  fixing  a  time  when 
the  same  shall  take  effect. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.  That  the  U-4  or  First  Industrial  District,  the  A-3 
or  2,400  Square  Ft.  Area  District,  the  H-2  or  80  Ft.  Height  District, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  supplemented  and  extended  so 
as  to  include  the  following  described  territory: 


Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  north  property  line  of  Wash- 
ington Street,  said  point  being  25.47  feet  measured  along  the 
north  property  line  of  Washington  Street  west  of  the  west  prop- 
erty line  of  Alton  Avenue;  Thence  westwardly  deflecting  17 
degrees  and  25  minutes  to  the  right  and  along  a  line  40  feet 
south  of  and  parallel  to  the  center  line  of  Washington  Street 
as  now  located,  a  distance  of  97.72  feet  to  a  point;  Thence  con- 
tinuing westward  on  a  curve  to  the  left,  said  curve  having  a 
radius  of  1,062.22  feet,  a  distance  of  11.42  feet  to  a  point; 
Thence  southwestwardly  57.09  feet  to  the  north  property  line 
of  vacated  Washington  Street,  said  point  being  150.88  feet  west 
of  the  place  of  beginning;  Thence  southwestwardly  on  the  north- 
west property  line  of  vacated  Washington  Street,  a  distance  of 
29.12  feet  to  a  point  on  the  top  of  the  east  bank  of  Big  Eagle 
Creek  as  now  located;  Thence  southeastwardly  along  the 
top  of  the  east  bank  of  Big  Eagle  Creek  as  now  located  93.9 
feet  more  or  less  to  the  south  property  line  of  vacated  Washing- 
ton Street;  Thence  northeastwardly  on  and  along  the  south 
property  line  of  vacated  Washington  Street,  a  distance  of  134.89 
feet  to  a  point;  Thence  deflecting  90  degrees  to  the  left  and 
in  a  northwardly  direction,  a  distance  of  78.74  feet  to  a  point;

OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 
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Section  1.    Definitions: 


Whenever  used  in   this   ordinance,   unless   a  different  meaning 
appears  from  the  context: 


(a)  An  "Automobile  Trailer,"  "Trailer  Coach,"  or  "Trailer" 
means  any  vehicle  or  structure  so  designed  and  constructed  in  such 
manner  as  will  permit  occupancy  thereof  as  sleeping  quarters  for 
one  or  more  persons,  or  the  conduct  of  any  business  or  profession, 
occupation  or  trade  (or  use  as  a  selling  or  advertising  device),  and 
so  designed  that  it  is  or  may  be  mounted  on  wheels  and  used  as  a 
conveyance  on  highways  or  city  streets,  and/or  supported  on  a  per- 
manent foundation  propelled  or  drawn  by  its  own  or  other  motive 
power,  excepting  a  device  used  exclusively  upon  stationary  rails  or 
tracks. 


(b)  A  "Trailer  Camp"  means  any  park,  trailer  park,  trailer 
court,  court,  camp,  site,  lot,  parcel,  or  tract  of  land  designed,  main- 
tained or  intended  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  a  location  or  acom- 
modations  for  any  trailer  coach  or  trailer  coaches  and  upon  which  any 
trailer  coach  or  trailer  coaches  are  parked  and  shall  include  all  build- 
ings used  or  intended  for  use  as  part  of  the  equipment  thereof 
whether  a  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  trailer  camp  and  its 
facilities  or  not.  "Trailer  Camp"  shall  not  include  automobile  or 
trailer  sales  lots  on  which  unoccupied  trailers  are  parked  for  pur- 
poses of  inspection  and  sale. 


(c)  A  "Tourist  Camp"  means  any  park,  tourist  park,  tourist 
court,  camp,  court,  site,  lot,  parcel,  or  tract  of  land  upon  which  one 
or  more  camp  cottages  or  cabins  are  located  and  maintained  for  the 
accommodation  of  tenants  by  the  day,  week,  or  month,  whether  a 
charge  is  made  or  not. 


(d)  A  "Unit"  means  a  section  of  ground  in  a  trailer  camp  of 
not  less  than  1,200  square  feet  of  unoccupied  space  in  an  area 
designated  as  the  location  for  only  one  automobile  and  one  trailer. 
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(e)  A  "Cabin  Plot"  means  a  section  of  ground  not  less  than 
30  feet  by  40  feet  in  area,  upon  which  only  one  camp  cottage  or  cabin 
is  located. 


(f)  The  word  "person"  shall  be  construed  to  include  persons, 
partnership,  firm,  company,  corporation,  tenant,  owner,  lessee,  or 
licensee,  their  agents,  heirs,  or  assigns. 


(g)  The  word  "Paving  or  Paved",  when  used  in  connection  with 
driveways,  ground  or  roads,  shall  mean  a  surfacing  material  which 
affords  a  level,  durable  surface  for  easy  and  safe  use. 


Section  2.    Enforcement. 


A  Board  of  Investigators  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Health,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau,  the 
Chief  of  Police,  the  Building  Commissioner,  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  the 
Traffic  Engineer,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals, 
with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  as  Chairman. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  shall  be  Secretary 
of  this  Board. 


It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  enforce  all  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  as  prescribed  herein  or  such  provisions  as 
may  hereafter  be  enacted,  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such 
enforcement,  any  of  the  above  members  of  the  Board,  or  their  duly 
authorized  representatives,  shall  have  the  right  and  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  enter  upon  any  premises  on  which  any  automobile  trailer 
or  camp  cottages  or  cabins  are  located,  or  are  about  to  be  located, 
and  inspect  the  same  and  all  accommodations  connected  therewith  at 
any  reasonable  time.  The  Board  is  further  empowered  to  issue 
orders  granting,  renewing,  and  revoking  such  permits  and  licenses 
as  are  provided  for  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 
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Section  3.    Location  Outside  Camps. 


(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, for  any  person  to  park  any  trailer  on  any  street,  alley,  or 
highway,  or  other  public  place,  or  on  any  tract  of  land  owned  by 
any  person,  occupied  or  unoccupied,  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
except  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 


(b)  Emergency  or  temporary  stopping  or  parking  is  permitted 
on  any  street,  alley,  or  highway  for  not  longer  than  one  hour  sub- 
ject to  any  other  and  further  prohibitions,  regulations,  or  limitations 
imposed  by  the  traffic  and  parking  regulations  or  ordinances  for 
that  street,  alley  or  highway. 


(c)  No  person  shall  park  or  occupy  any  trailer  on  the  premises 
of  any  occupied  dwelling  or  on  any  lot  which  is  not  a  part  of  the 
premises  of  any  occupied  dwelling  either  of  which  is  situated  outside 
an  approved  trailer  camp;  except,  the  parking  of  only  one  unoccupied 
trailer  in  an  accessory  private  garage  building,  or  in  a  rear  yard  in 
any  district,  is  permitted  providing  no  living  quarters  shall  be  main- 
tained or  any  business  practiced  in  said  trailer  while  such  trailer  is 
so  parked  or  stored. 


Section  4.    Permanent  Occupancy. 


Automobile  trailers  shall  not  be  used  as  a  permanent  place 
of  abode  or  as  a  permanent  dwelling  or  for  indefinite  periods  of 
time.  Provided,  that  any  such  trailer  properly  connected  with  the 
city  water  supply  and  sanitary  sewer  systems,  and  constructed  and 
located  in  compliance  with  all  requirements  of  the  building,  plumbing, 
sanitary,  health,  zoning  and  electrical  ordinances  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis and  not  inhabited  by  a  greater  number  of  occupants  than 
that  for  which  it  was  designed  may  be  permitted  on  any  premises 
under  permits  properly  secured  as  provided  for  in  said  building, 
plumbing,  electrical,  sanitary,  health,  and  zoning  ordinances. 
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Section   5.     License   for  Trailer,   or  Tourist   Camp;   Application 
Therefor  and  Issuance  Thereof. 


(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  establish,  operate  or 
maintain,  or  permit  to  be  established,  operated  or  maintained  upon 
any  property  owned  or  controlled  by  him,  a  trailer  camp  or  tourist 
camp  or  combination  of  the  two  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  without  having  first  secured  a  license  therefor  and  for 
each  of  them  from  the  Board  of  Investigators,  granted  and  existing 
in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance.  Such  license  shall 
expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  but  may  be  renewed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  for  additional  periods  of  one  year. 


(b)  The  application  for  such  license  or  the  renewal  thereof 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Investigators  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  unit 
and  cabin  plot  in  the  existing  or  proposed  camp  and  a  license  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  to  guarantee  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance.  The  application  for  a  license  or 
a  renewal  thereof  shall  be  made  on  printed  forms  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Investigators  and  shall  include  the  name  and  address 
of  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  tract  (if  the  fee  is  vested  in  some  person 
other  than  the  applicant,  a  duly  verified  statement  by  that  person, 
that  the  applicant  is  authorized  by  him  to  construct  or  maintain 
the  trailer  or  tourist  camp  and  make  the  application),  and  such  a 
legal  description  of  the  premises,  upon  which  the  trailer  or  tourist 
camp  is  or  will  be  located  as  will  readily  identify  and  definitely 
locate  the  premises.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  four 
copies  of  the  camp  plan  showing  the  following,  either  existing  or 
as  proposed:  (1)  The  extent  and  area  used  for  camp  purposes; 
(2)  Roadways  and  driveways;  (3)  Location  of  sites  or  units  for 
trailer  coaches  or  cabins;  (4)  Location  and  number  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences, including  toilets,  washrooms,  laundries  and  utility  rooms 
to  be  used  by  occupants  of  units  or  cabins  (in  cases  where  cabins 
do  not  have  all  such  facilities  in  proper  conformance  with  city  build- 
ing, plumbing  and  other  ordinances);  (5)  Method  and  plan  of  sewage 
disposal;  (6)  Method  and  plan  of  garbage  removal;  (7)  Plan  for 
water  supply;    (8)   Plan  for  electrical  lighting  of  units  and  cabins. 


(c)  Before  such  license  may  be  issued,  there  must  be  a  favor- 
able recommendation  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  the  premises  must  be  inspected  and  approved  by 
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the  members  of  the  Board  of  Investigators,  or  their  duly  authorized 
representatives,  as  complying  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  all  other  applicable  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 


(d)  Licenses  issued  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  convey 
no  right  to  erect  any  building,  to  do  any  plumbing  work  or  to  do 
any  electrical  work. 


Section  6.    Zoning  of  Trailer  and  Tourist  Camps. 


(a)  No  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  be  located  in  any  first  or 
second  fire  zone.  Any  other  zone  location  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Appeals. 


(b)  The  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
may,  in  conformance  with  the  zoning  laws,  approve  and  the  Board  of 
Investigators  may  issue  a  license  for  the  location  of  a  trailer  camp 
in  any  district  in  which  licenses  are  not  prohibited,  after  a  public 
hearing. 


(c)  No  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  be  located  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  unless  City  water  and  sewer 
connections  and  fire   protection  facilities  are  available. 


(d)  No  occupied  trailer  or  camp  cottage  or  cabin  cottage  or 
cabin  or  other  building  shall  be  located  within  the  city  limits  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  within  the  recognized  set  back  line  for  the 
zoning  district  in  which  such  trailer  or  cabin  is  located  nor  less  than 
ten  feet  from  any  other  building  or  vehicle  or  the  boundary  line  of 
the  tract  on  which  located.

Section  7.    Camp  Plan. 


(a)  Every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  be  located  on  a  well- 
drained  area,  and  the  premises  shall  be  properly  graded  so  as  to 
prevent  the  accumulation  of  storm  or  other  waters. 


(b)  Units  and  cabin  plots  shall  be  clearly  designated  and  the 
camp  so  arranged  that  all  units  and  cabin  plots  shall  face  or  abut 
on  a  driveway  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in  width,  giving  easy 
access  from  all  units  to  a  public  street.  Such  driveway  shall  be  paved 
and  maintained  in  good  condition,  having  natural  drainage  into  a  city 
street  catch  basin,  be  well  lighted  at  night,  and  shall  not  be  ob- 
structed. 


(c)  No  camp  cottage  or  cabin  shall  be  less  than  280  square 
feet  nor  less  than  14  feet  wide  at  its  narrowest  point,  and  not  less 
than  8  feet  high  from  floor  to  ceiling  and  shall  not  have  less  than 
27  square  feet  of  ventilation  openings,  and  all  windows  must  be  fully 
screened.  If  the  floor  be  of  wood,  it  shall  be  raised  not  less  than  12 
inches  above  the  ground  level. 


(d)  The  camp  shall  be  so  laid  out  that  no  unit  or  cabin  shall 
be  located  farther  than  200  feet  from  the  toilets  and  service  build- 
ings provided  for  herein,  and  walk-ways  to  such  buildings  shall  be 
paved  and  well  lighted  at  night. 


(e)  Every  trailer  unit  shall  be  furnished  with  an  electric  service 
outlet.  Such  outlet  shall  be  equipped  with  an  externally  operated 
switch  or  fuse  of  not  less  than  30  Amperes  capacity,  and  a  heavy 
duty  outlet  receptacle. 


Section  8.    Water  Supply. 


(a)      An  adequate   supply  of  pure  water,  furnished  through  a 
pipe  distribution  system  connected  directly  with  the  city  water  main, 
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with  supply  faucets  located  not  more  than  200  feet  from  any  trailer 
or  cabin  shall  be  furnished  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 


(b)  No  common  drinking  vessels  shall  be  permitted,  nor  shall 
any  drinking  water  faucets  be  placed  in  any  toilet  room  or  water 
closet  compartment. 


(c)     An  abundant  supply  of  hot  water  shall  be  provided  at  all 
times  for  bathing,  washing  and  laundry  facilities. 


Section  9.    Service  Building  and  Accommodations. 


(a)  Every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  shall  have  erected  thereon, 
at  a  distance  not  greater  than  200  feet  from  any  unit  or  cabin 
it  is  designed  to  serve,  a  suitable  building  for  housing  toilets, 
showers  and  laundry  facilities,  as  required  by  this  ordinance,  such 
building  to  be  known  as  the  Service  Building.     • 


(b)  There  shall  be  provided  for  the  exclusive  use  of  tenants 
separate  toilet  rooms  for  each  sex.  Flush  toilets  provided  with  an 
adequate  water  supply  shall  be  enclosed  in  separate  compartments 
having  a  minimum  width  of  3  feet,  6  inches  and  shall  be  provided 
for  each  sex  in  the  ratio  of  one  toilet  for  each  eight  units  or  cabins 
or  fraction  thereof.  Every  male  toilet  room  shall  have  one  urinal 
for  each  sixteen  units  or  cabins,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  male  toilet 
be  without  one  urinal.  Toilet  rooms  shall  contain  lavatories  with  hot 
and  cold  water  in  the  ratio  of  one  lavatory  to  every  two  or  less  water 
closets. 


(c)  Separate  bathing  facilities  for  each  sex  shall  be  provided 
with  one  shower  enclosed  in  a  compartment  at  least  four  feet  square, 
for  each  eight  units  or  cabins  or  fraction  thereof.  Each  shower  com- 
partment shall  be  supplemented  by  an  individual  dressing  compart- 
ment at  least  four  feet  square. 
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(d)      Laundry  facilities   shall  be  provided  in  the  ratio  of  one 
double  tray  and  one  ironing  board  for  each  10  units  or  cabins. 


(e)      The   above   accommodations   shall   be  based   on   the   total 
camp  capacity  according  to  accepted  plans. 


(f )  Floors  of  toilets,  showers  and  the  laundry  shall  be  of  con- 
crete, tile,  or  similar  material  impervious  to  water  and  easily  cleaned 
and  pitched  to  a  floor  drain. 


Section  10.    Waste  and  Garbage  Disposal. 


(a)  All  waste  from  showers,  toilets,  laundries,  faucets  and 
lavatories  shall  be  wasted  into  a  sewer  system  extended  from  and 
connected  with  the  city  sewer  system. 


(b)  All  sanitary  facilities  in  any  trailer  which  are  not  con- 
nected with  the  city  sewer  system  by  means  of  rigid  pipe  connec- 
tions shall  be  sealed  and  their  use  is  hereby  declared  unlawful. 


(c)  Each  faucet  site  shall  be  equipped  with  facilities  for  drain- 
age of  waste  and  excess  water  into  the  sewer.  In  no  case  shall  any 
waste  water  be  thrown  or  discharged  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground 
or  disposed  of  by  means  other  than  as  herein  provided. 


(d)  Every  unit  shall  be  provided  with  a  substantial  fly  tight 
metal  garbage  depository  from  which  the  contents  shall  be  removed 
by  the  city  garbage  collection  service.

Section  11.    Limitations  on  Length  of  Stay  and  on  Number  of 
Occupants. 


(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remain  or  live  in 
any  trailer  or  tourist  camp  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  in  each 
twelve  month  period,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  this 
ordinance,  except  additional  stays  of  sixty  (60)  days  may  be  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Investigators,  such  additional  stays  being  renewable 
at  the  end  of  each  sixty  (60)  day  period  upon  further  and  similar 
showing;  provided  that  this  time  limitation  shall  not  apply  to  the 
licensee  of  a  trailer  or  tourist  camp  or  his  bona  fide  employees  so  as 
to  prevent  their  remaining  on  the  camp  premises  at  all  times. 


(b)     No  trailer  or  cabin  may  be  inhabited  by  a  greater  number 
of  occupants  than  that  for  which  it  was  designed. 


Section  12.    Management. 


(a)  In  every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  there  shall  be  an  office 
building  in  which  shall  be  located  the  office  of  the  person  in  charge 
of  said  camp,  as  well  as  facilities  for  U.  S.  Mail  Service.  A  copy 
of  the  camp  license  and  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  posted  therein  and 
the  camp  register  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  said  office. 


(b)     In  every  trailer  or  tourist  camp  there  shall  be  an  attendant 
or  person  in  charge  at  all  times  whose  duties  shall  be: 


(1)  Keep  at  all  times  a  register  of  all  guests  (which  shall 
be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection  by  State  and  Federal  officers 
and  officers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis)  showing  for  all  guests: 
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a.  Names  and  addresses. 

Business   or  Trade 
Employed  by 

b.  Dates  of  entrance  and  departure. 


c.    License  numbers  of  all  trailers  and  towing  or  other 
automobiles. 


d.  States  issuing  such  licenses. 


e.    Place  of  last  location,  and  length  of  stay. 


(2)  Maintain  the  camp  in  a  clean,  orderly  and  sanitary 
condition  at  all  times,  conducting  a  daily  inspection  for  this 
purpose. 


(3)  See  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  complied 
with  and  enforced  and  report  promptly  to  the  proper  authorities 
any  violations  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  violations  of  law 
which  may  come  to  his  attention. 


(4)  Report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
all  cases  of  persons  or  animals  affected  or  suspected  of  being 
affected  with  any  communicable  disease. 
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(5)      Prevent   the   running   loose    of   dogs,    cats,    or   other 
animals  or  pets. 


(6)  Maintain  in  convenient  places,  approved  by  the  Fire 
Department,  hand  fire  extinguishers  in  the  ratio  of  one  to  each 
eight  units  or  cabins. 


(7)  Collect  the  service  charge  provided  for  in  Section  13 
of  this  ordinance,  from  the  occupants  of  each  unit  in  the  camp 
and  pay  over  the  money  so  collected  to  the  City  Controller  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis.  A  book  shall  be  kept  showing  the 
names  of  the  persons  paying  said  service  charges  and  the  amount 
paid. 


(8)     Prohibit  the  lighting  of  open  fires  on  the  premises. 


(9)  Prohibit  the  use  of  any  trailer  or  cabin  by  a  greater 
number  of  occupants  than  that  which  it  is  designed  to  accom- 
modate. 


Section  13.    Service  and  Inspection  Charges. 


There  is  hereby  imposed  a  service  and  inspection  charge  of  10c 
per  day  per  unit  and  on  each  occupant  of  each  unit  of  trailer  camps 
licensed  hereunder.  The  licensee  of  the  trailer  camp  shall  collect  this 
service  charge  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  pay  it  over  to  the 
City  Controller  in  accordance  with  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the 
City  Controller  may  promulgate  governing  such  payments. 
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Section   14.    Applicability  of  Plumbing,  Electrical  and  Building 
Ordinances. 


All  plumbing,  electrical,  building  and  other  work  on  or  at  any 
camp  licensed  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  regulating  such  work  unless 
said  ordinances  are  specifically  made  inapplicable  under  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance. 


Section  15.    Revocation  and  Suspension. 


(a)  The  Board  of  Investigators  is  hereby  authorized  to  revoke 
any  license  issued  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  if  after 
due  investigation  they  determine  that  the  holder  thereof  has  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  that  any  trailer,  trailer 
camp,  or  tourist  camp  is  being  maintained  in  an  immoral,  unsanitary 
or  unsafe  manner  or  is  a  nuisance. 


Section  16.    Hearing  on  Granting,  Denial,  Renewal,  or  Revoca- 
tion of  License. 


Any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Investigators 
granting,  denying,  renewing,  or  revoking  a  license  for  a  trailer  camp 
or  tourist  camp,  under  this  ordinance,  may  file  a  written  request  for 
a  hearing  before  the  Board  within  ten  (10)  days  after  issuance  of 
such  order.  The  Board  shall  give  notice  of  a  public  hearing  upon  this 
request  to  be  held  in  not  less  than  five  (5)  days  after  service  of  the 
notice  on  the  person  requesting  the  hearing.  The  Board  may  also 
give  notice  of  the  hearing  to  other  persons  directly  interested  in 
the  order  in  question.  At  such  hearing,  the  Board  shall  determine 
whether  the  granting,  denial,  renewal,  or  revocation  of  the  license 
was  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

Section  17.    Court  Review. 


Any  order  either  granting1,  denying,  renewing,  or  revoking  any 
license  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  may  be  appealed  to 
the  Marion  County  Superior  Court  or  to  the  Marion  Circuit  Court 
in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  from  any  order  under  the  building  or 
zoning  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Appeals  from  such 
orders  must  be  taken  within  30  days  after  the  order  is  issued.  Upon 
any  such  appeal  the  findings  of  fact  of  the  Board  of  Investigators, 
if  supported  by  substantial  evidence,  shall  be  conclusive. 


Section  18.    Penalties  for  Violation  of  Ordinance. 


Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  and  not  more  than  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300)  and  every  day  such  violation  exists  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense  and  be  punishable  as  such  hereunder. 


Section  19.    Separability  and  Conflict. 


(a)  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase  or 
portion  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  invalid  or  uncon- 
stitutional by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  portion  shall 
be  deemed  a  separate,  distinct  and  independent  provision  and  such 
holding  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  thereof. 


(b)  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  or 
contrary  hereto  are  hereby  repealed,  except,  nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  interpreted  so  as  to  conflict  with  the  State  Housing  Laws, 
State  legislation  regulating  trailers,  trailer  camps  or  tourist  camps 
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or  any  of  the  requirements  of  any  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis not  mentioned  or  made  inapplicable  by  the  express  terms  of 


this  ordinance. 


Section  20.    Effective  Date. 


This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  according  to  law.

APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE  No.  21,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  appropriating  the  sum  of  Ninety  Dollars  ($90.00)

WHEREAS,  three  sets  of  weights  are  needed  for  the  purpose  of

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  33,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  governing  the  location  of  building  and  premises 
for  use  as  pool  rooms,  beer  and  liquor  taverns,  authorizing  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  to  hear  applications  therefore,  grant 
or  deny  such  applications  and  fixing  penalties  for  violations. 


WHEREAS,  it  is  openly  charged  by  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  that 
pool  rooms,  beer  and  liquor  taverns  have  been  set  up  indis- 
criminately in  many  residential  and  business  districts  of  said 
city,  to  the  great  detriment  of  property  values,  and 


WHEREAS,  innumerable  complaints  by  the  public  have  been  voiced 
as  to  the  inadequate  wash  rooms  and  toilet  facilities  in  said  pool 
rooms,  beer  and  liquor  taverns  causing  unsanitary  and  un- 
healthful  conditions  to  exist  in  and  around  said  pool  rooms, 
beer  and  liquor  taverns,  and 


WHEREAS,  large  and  boisterous  groups  have  been  attracted  to  said 
pool  rooms  and  taverns,  making  loud,  boisterous,  and  unneces- 
sary noises  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  thereby  creating 
a  public  nuisance  and  disturbing  the  peaceful  enjoyment  of  per- 
sonal rights  of  the  citizens  of  this  community,  and  also  seri- 
ously depreciating  the  value  of  surrounding  real  estate,  and 


WHEREAS,  persons  employed  in  war  industries  have  been  disturbed 
in  their  sleep  and  rest  by  loud  dance  music,  loud  talking  and 
arguments  emanating  from  said  taverns  and  pool  rooms,  and 
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WHEREAS,  it  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the  public  to  control  the 
location  of  said  businesses,  and  prevent  their  establishment  in 
residential  and  business  neighborhoods,  and  provide  public  hear- 
ings before  such  business  be  permitted  to  open,  operate,  main- 
tain or  carry  on  their  enterprise;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.    DEFINITIONS. 

A.  Wherever  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  word  "tavern"  shall 
mean  houses  or  establishments  where  alcoholic  beverages  are  sold  to 
be  drunk  on  the  premises. 


B.  Wherever  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  term  "alcoholic  bev- 
erages" shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  malt  or  vinous  or  spirituous 
beverages  containing  alcohol,  and  every  other  drink  or  mixture  or 
preparation  having  any  alcoholic  content,  whether  patented  or  not,  rea- 
sonably, likely  or  intended  to  be  used  as  a  beverage. 


C.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  "pool  room"  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  any  place  where  the  games  of  pool,  billiards, 
snooker  or  other  similar  games  are  played. 


Section  2.  Before  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be 
permitted  to  open  or  carry  on  any  pool  room  or  tavern  within  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  permission  to  use  the  premises  for  the  purposes 
above  designated,  shall  first  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Appeals  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Application  for  such  per- 
mission shall  be  made  in  writing  to  said  Board,  which  shall  proceed 
to  hold  public  hearing  thereon,  notice  of  said  public  hearing  to  be 
published  in  three  consecutive  issues  of  a  daily  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  said  city.  If  at  said  public  hearing  a  majority  of  resi- 
dents of  property  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  said  proposed 
pool  room  or  tavern  object  either  in  writing  or  in  person  to  the 
granting  of  said  permit  for  such  use  of  said  property,  then  said 
Board  of  Zoning  Appeal  is  hereby  directed  to  deny  such  application. 
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If,  however,  at  said  hearing,  a  minority  only  of  the  residents  of 
property  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  said  proposed  pool  room 
or  tavern  object  either  in  writing  or  in  person,  then  and  in  that  event, 
the  said  Board  of  Zoning  Appeal  is  hereby  granted  authority  to 
act  in  its  own  discretion  as  to  the  granting  or  denying  of  said  permit, 
said  Board  to  be  governed  in  its  action  solely  by  the  best  public 
interests  and  the  possibility  of  the  creation  of  a  nuisance  in  said 
neighborhood.  Decision  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  of  said  city 
in  all  such  petitions  and  permits  shall  be  final.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  section  the  term  "immediate  neighborhood"  shall  mean  within 
a  radius  of  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  the  proposed  location  of  said 
pool  room,  beer  and  liquor  tavern. 


Section  3.  Before  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  shall  be 
permitted  to  open  or  carry  on  any  pool  room  or  tavern  within  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  adequate  wash  room  and  toilet  facilities  shall 
be  installed  and  maintained  in  sufficient  number  and  capacity  to 
adequately  care  for  the  maximum  number  of  patrons  that  can  use 
said  pool  room  or  tavern.  The  premises  to  be  used  or  being  used 
as  a  pool  room  or  tavern  shall  be  inspected  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  of  said  city  whose  judgment  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  said  wash  room  and  toilet  facilities  shall  be  final.  Said  Board 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  after  its  investigation,  shall  certify 
its  findings  concerning  said  wash  room  and  toilet  facilities  to  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Appeals,  and  if  said  facilities  are  inadequate,  then 
the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  shall  deny  permission  to  open  or  carry 
on  said  pool  room,  beer  or  liquor  tavern. 


Section  4.  Any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  opening,  carrying 
on  or  maintaining  any  pool  room  or  tavern  in  said  city  without  first 
obtaining  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  as  herein 
provided  shall  on  conviction  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  first  offense,  and  any  sum  not 
exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  additional  offense, 
and  each  day's  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense. 


Section  5.    All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 
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Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  publication  accord- 
ing to  law.

AN  ORDINANCE  establishing  certain  passenger  and/or  loading  zones 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
26  of  General  Ordinance  No.  96,  1928,  as  amended,  and  fixing 
a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  owners  or 
occupants  of  certain  premises  fronting  on  certain  public  streets  in 
Indianapolis  with  ingress  and  egress  for  passengers,  materials  and 
merchandise  coming  to  or  going  from  such  premises,  such  owners 
or  occupants  having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Section  26  of 
General  Ordinance  No.  96,  1928,  as  amended,  relative  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  passenger  and/or  loading  zones,  at  the  places  hereinafter 
designated,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  having  caused  investiga- 
tion to  be  made  thereof  and  having  recommended  the  establishment, 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  ordinance,  the  following  pas- 
senger and/or  loading  zones  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  established 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to-wit: 
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An  18  foot  zone  in  front  of  116-118  East  Maryland 
Street,  said  premise  being  occupied  by  Goldstein  Brothers, 
Inc.,  and  said  zone  to  extend  for  a  distance  of  18  feet  west 
of  a  point  6  feet  west  of  the  east  property  line  of  Mary- 
land Street; 


An  18  foot  zone  in  front  of  128-130-132  South  Merid- 
ian Street,  said  premise  being  occupied  by  Mutual  China 
Company,  and  said  zone  to  extend  for  a  distance  of  18  feet 
north  from  the  south  property  line  of  Meridian  Street; 


An  18  foot  zone  in  front  of  1315  East  30th  Street, 
said  premise  being  occupied  by  Center  Cleaners,  Inc.,  and 
said  zone  to  extend  for  a  distance  of  18  feet  west  of  a  point 
16  feet  west  of  the  east  property  line  of  30th  Street. 


Section  2.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  35,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  approving  a  certain  Resolution  and  Agreement 
entered  into  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  May  5,  1943,  with  the  Administrator 
of  Civil  Aeronautics  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce, concerning  the  use  of  the  Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport 
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and  the  construction  of  certain  projects  in  connection  therewith, 
and  fixing  of  the  time  when  said  ordinance  shall  take  effect, 
and  repealing  General  Ordinance  No.  6,  1943,  passed  on  March 
1,  1943. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
approves  and  confirms  a  certain  Resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  May  5, 
1943,  which  Resolution  constitutes  an  agreement  with  the  Adminis- 
trator of  Civil  Aeronautics  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce, permitting  said  Administrator  to  use  the  Indianapolis  Munici- 
pal Airport  under  certain  conditions  to  construct  certain  projects  in 
connection  therewith,  which  Resolution  is  in  the  words  and  figures 
following,  to-wit: 


RESOLUTION 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  AND  SANITATION 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS 


WHEREAS,  the  Administrator  of  Civil  Aeronautics  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Commerce  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Administrator"),  with  the  approval  of  a  Board  composed 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  has  designated  as  necessary  for  na- 
tional defense  a  project  (herein  called  the  "Project")  for  devel- 
opment of  the  Indianapolis  Municipal  Airport  (herein  called  the 
"Airport"),  which  Project  is  identified  as  904-12-12;  and 


WHEREAS,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  release  and  operation  of  the 
Project,  the  Administrator  requires  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
(herein  called  the  "City")  have  certain  property  interests  in  the 
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landing  area  of  the  Airport  and  the  lands  to  be  improved  under 
the  Project  and  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  United  States 
(herein  called  the  "Government"),  in  the  manner  and  form 
hereof;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  legally,  financially,  and  other- 
wise able  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  and  desires  to  avail 
itself  of  the  benefits  of  prosecution  of  the  Project. 


THEREFORE,   BE   IT   RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Public   Works 
and  Sanitation  as  follows: 


Section  1.  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  development  of 
the  airport  by  the  government  as  contemplated  by  the  Project,  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  with  the  Government 
as  follows:  this  agreement  to  become  effective  upon  the  award  of  any 
construction  contract  for  any  portion  of  the  Project  or  the  inaugu- 
ration of  any  portion  of  the  Project  under  force  account,  and  to  con- 
tinue during  the  useful  life  of  the  improvements  made  under  the 
Project. 


(a)  The  Government  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  exact 
nature  of  the  improvements  to  be  made  under  the  Project,  the  manner 
in  which  construction  thereunder  is  to  be  conducted,  and  the  amount 
of  Federal  funds  to  be  expended.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  will  co- 
operate with  the  Government  to  ensure  prosecution  of  the  Project 
without  interference  or  hindrance,  and  agrees  to  permit  the  agents 
and  employees  of  the  Government,  and  all  persons  authorized  by  the 
Administrator,  to  enter  upon,  use,  and  occupy  the  property  to  be 
developed,  as  the  Administrator  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in 
connection  with  the  construction  and  use  by  the  Government. 


(b)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Government  against  and  from  any  and  all  claims  and 
damages  which  may  arise  from  or  in  connection  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Project,  excepting  claims  for  injuries  or  death  to  persons 
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resulting  from  willful  or  negligent  acts  or  omissions  of  the  Govern- 
ment or  any  of  its  officers,  employees,  agents,  or  agencies,  all  other 
claims  sounding  in  tort,  and  claims  for  materials  furnished  or  work 
performed  pursuant  to  authority  given  by  officers,  employees,  or 
agents  of  the  Government. 


(c)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  improvements  made 
under  the  Project  shall  be  the  sole  and  absolute  property  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  except  where  specifically  agreed  otherwise,  in  writing, 
prior  to  the  undertaking  of  the  improvement  or  installation  in  ques- 
tion. 


(d)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that,  continuously  during 
the  term  of  this  agreement,  the  Airport  will  be  operated  as  such, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  and  that  unless  utilized  exclusively  for 
military  purposes,  it  will  at  all  times  be  operated  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  public  on  reasonable  terms  and  without  unjust  dis- 
crimination, and  without  grant  or  exercise  of  any  exclusive  right  for 
the  use  of  the  Airport  within  the  meaning  of  Section  303  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Act  of  1938. 


(e)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that  it  will  at  all  times 
during  the  term  of  this  agreement  maintain  in  good  and  service- 
able condition  and  repair  the  entire  landing  area  of  the  Airport  and 
all  improvements,  facilities,  and  equipment  which  have  been  or  may 
be  made,  constructed,  or  installed  with  Federal  aid,  including  all  im- 
provements made  under  the  Project,  other  than  facilities  and  equip- 
ment owned  by  the  Government;  Provided,  that  during  any  period 
the  said  landing  area  or  airport  improvements,  facilities,  or  equipment 
are  leased  by  or  licensed  to  the  Government  for  military  purposes,  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  obligated  to  bear  only  that  proportion  of 
the  expense  of  maintenance  of  the  landing  area  or  airport  improve- 
ments, facilities,  or  equipment  so  leased  or  licensed,  which  their  non- 
military  use  bears  to  their  total  use. 


(f )  Insofar  as  is  within  its  powers  and  reasonably  possible,  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  will  prevent  any  use  of  land  either  within  or  out- 
side   of   the    boundaries    of   the    Airport,   including   the    construction, 
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erection,  alteration,  or  growth,  of  any  structure  or  other  object 
thereon,  which  would  be  a  hazard  to  the  landing,  taking  off,  or 
maneuvering  of  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  otherwise  limit  its  use- 
fulness as  an  airport. 


(g)  In  order  to  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Govern- 
ment under  this  agreement,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that  it 
will  not  enter  into  any  transaction  which  would  operate  to  deprive  it 
of  any  of  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  to  perform  any  or  all  of 
the  covenants  made  herein,  unless  by  such  transaction  the  obligation 
to  perform  all  such  covenants  is  assumed  by  another  public  agency. 
The  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that  it  will  not  execute  any 
deed,  lease,  operation  or  management  agreement,  or  other  instrument 
affecting  the  airport  or  any  portion  of  facility  thereof  or  interest 
therein,  even  though  the  other  party  to  the  transaction  is  the  Govern- 
ment acting  through  the  War  Department  or  Navy  Department,  un- 
less thirty  days'  notice  of  its  intention  so  to  do  have  been  given  to 
the  Administrator,  or  unless  the  Administrator  has  waived  the  right 
to  such  notice.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  instrument  in  question  shall 
be  attached  to  said  notice,  which  shall  state  the  date  upon  which  the 
same  is  to  be  executed. 


(h)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  agrees  that,  if  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  War  Department  or  Navy  Department,  at  any  time  during 
a  national  emergency  declared  by  the  President,  it  will  lease  the 
landing  area  of  the  Airport  to  the  Government  for  military  or  naval 
use,  at  a  nominal  rental,  for  a  term  of  one  year,  renewable  annually 
at  the  option  of  the  Government  for  such  period  as  the  Government 
may  designate:  Provided,  That  the  lease  shall  contain  an  express 
stipulation  that  its  term  shall  not  exceed  the  duration  of  the  national 
emergency  and  six  months  thereafter  unless  an  extension  thereof  is 
approved  by  the  Administrator.  Such  lease  shall  also  contain  a  cove- 
nant on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  permit,  by  instruments  in 
writing,  use  of  the  leased  premises  as  a  public  Municipal  Airport  by 
commercial,  private,  and  other  non-military  aircraft,  to  the  fullest 
extent  possible  without  interfering  with  military  operations  and  to 
bear  all  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  and  keeping  in  good  repair 
the  leased  premises  and  all  improvements  and  facilities  thereon, 
other  than  that  proportion  of  the  cost  of  such  maintenance  for  which 
the   City   of   Indianapolis   assumes   responsibility  under   Section   1  (e) 
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hereof.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  further  agrees  that,  during  all  times 
that  the  landing  area  of  the  Airport  is  not  held  by  the  Government 
under  lease,  the  Government  shall  have  the  right  to  use  such  area  in 
common'  with  others,  without  charge,  to  the  extent  possible  without 
requiring  limitation  of  non-military  operations. 


(1)  It  is  further  provided  that  in  the  event  a  lease  is  entered 
into,  as  hereinabove  provided,  that  such  lease  shall  be  subject  to  a 
certain  lease  entered  into  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the 
Roscoe  Turner  Aeronautical  Corporation,  dated  July  1,  1940,  for  a 
term  of  twenty  (20)  years  with  the  privilege  of  renewal  for  twenty 
(20)  years,  recorded  on  July  12,  1940,  in  Miscellaneous  Record  313, 
page  5  in  the  records  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion  County,  Indiana; 
and  that  said  lessee  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy  all  benefits  as  in  said 
lease  provided. 


(i)  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  apply 
to  that  portion  of  the  Airport  which  is  now  occupied  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration  under  lease  dated  January  17,  1938,  dur- 
ing the  term  of  said  lease  or  any  renewal  thereof. 


Section  2.  In  order  to  satisfy  the  Government  that  the  City  of

other  than  those  described  as  follows: 


(1)  Easement  to  State  of  Indiana  of  40  feet  over  part  of 
Section  23,  Township  15  North,  Range  2  East,  re- 
corded in  Deed  Record  1030,  page  272,  on  February  27, 
1940,  in  the  records  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion  County,

(4)     Certain  miscellaneous  concession  leases  which  are  not 
required  to  be  recorded. 


(5)  Leases  to  several  Commercial  Airlines  for  the  use 
of  the  airport  facilities,  together  with  certain  con- 
tracts providing  for  the  supplying  of  oil,  gasoline  and 
repairs  to  aircraft  using  the  airport. 
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(b)  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  the  power  and  authority 
to  adopt  this  Resolution  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sani- 
tation, and  to  perform  all  the  covenants  contained  herein.

Gentlemen : 


Application  is  made  for  a  permit  to  construct  a  switch  from 
the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway,  beginning  on  Gent 
Street  and  crossing  Eighteenth  Street  to  our  plant  and  to  repair  the 
present  track  and  to  pave  the  roadways  as  specifically  set  out  in 
the  blue  print  attached  hereto  and  according  to  the  instructions  of  the 
City  Civil  Engineer.  The  entire  cost  of  this  work  shall  be  paid  by 
The  Glidden  Company. 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  This  agreement  made  and  entered  into 
this  30th  day  of  July,  1943,  by  and  between  The  Glidden  Company 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  Sanitation,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH:  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous 
of  securing  a  permit  for  a  right  of  way  for  a  sidetrack  or  switch 
from  a  point  on  the  West  line  of  Gent  Avenue  approximately  75  feet 
South  of  the  South  line  of  Eighteenth  Street  thence  in  a  Northerly 
direction  to  the  North  line  of  Eighteenth  Street  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, which  is  more  specifically  described  as  follows:  Reference 
is  hereby  made  to  a  blue  print  hereto  attached  which  is  hereby  made 
part  hereof.  Said  blue  print  shows  the  exact  location  of  said  switch, 
hereby  covenants  and  fully  binds  itself,  its  successors,  legal  represen- 
tatives and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  privi- 
leges and  authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct,  maintain 
and  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  either  now  or  hereafter  connected 
with  said  track  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  worth, 
to-wit: 

(1)  They  shall  be  so  laid,  maintained,  improved  and  kept  in 
repair  as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise, 
and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  Sanitation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  all  laws 
and  ordinances,  adopted  and  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  powers 
of  said  city. 

(2)  Said  track  and  switch  shall  be  laid  upon  such  grade  as 
shall  be  established  by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under 
its  supervision  and  to  its  satisfaction  and  approval.  Said  track  shall 
be  raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  hereafter  established,  whenever  so  ordered,  in  writing, 
by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  any 
ordinance  passed  by  the  Common'  Council,  or  with  any  resolution 
or  resolutions  made  by  said  Board,  for  the  elevation  or  depression  of 
said  track,  or  tracks;  provided  further  that  all  the  costs  thereof  shall 
be  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  who  hereby  waives  any 
division  of  such  costs  as  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  any  statute, 
or  otherwise. 

(3)  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  said  Gent  and 
Eighteenth  Streets  shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  improved  and  in 
repair  and   free   from   obstructions   or  defects   of  any  kind.

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or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon 
except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving 
them  back  and  forth,  and  they  shall  be  at  no  time  stopped  or  detained 
thereon  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

(4)  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  upon  the  written  order 
of  said  Board,  made  for  any  cause  affecting  the  interest  of  the  City 
or  the  public  welfare,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track,  and  upon 
said  party's  failure  so  to  do,  upon  such  notification  in  writing,  of  ten 
(10)  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the  same  done,  and 
the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages 
whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal;  and  in  re- 
moving said  track  or  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  said  Board  shall 
in  no  wise  become  a  trespasser.  Said  notice  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing 
before  said  Board  where  objections  to  such  removal  may  be  heard; 
but  the  decision  of  said  Board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  the 
party  of  the  first  part  who  hereby  expressly  waives  any  right  to  have 
such  exercise  of  discretion  reviewed  by  any  court.

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  sell,  dispose  of,  or  offer  for  sale,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, at  public  auction,  or  cause  or  permit  to  be  sold,  disposed  of, 
or  offered  for  sale,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  at  public  auction,  any 
automobile,  automobile  truck,  motorcycle  or  any  other  automotive 
vehicle,  whether  the  same  shall  be  their  own  property  or  whether 
they  sell  the  same  as  agents  or  employees  of  others;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  judicial  sales  or  sales  by 
or  on  behalf  of  executors  or  administrators  or  to  the  sale  at  public 
auction  of  the  stock  on  hand  of  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  that 
shall  for  the  period  of  eighteen  (18)  months  next  preceding  such  sale, 
have  been  continuously  in  business  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  a 
retail  or  wholesale  merchant  of  automobiles,  automobile  trucks,  motor- 
cycles or  other  automotive  vehicles;  provided  further,  that  such  sale 
at  public  auction  of  the  stock  on  hand  of  such  merchant  or  merchants 
shall  be  held  on  successive  days,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted, 
and  shall  not  continue  for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  in  all  within 
the  period  of  one    (1)    year. 


Section  2.    Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  any  sum  not 
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exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100),  or  imprisoned  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  ninety  (90)  days,  or  both. 


Section  3.    This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

($3,545.00).

for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and  fixing  a  time 
when  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 
BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1944,  and 
ending  December  31,  1944,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes 
herein  specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums 
herein  appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  author- 
ized to  be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipu- 
lated and  provided  for  by  law.

SECTION  3.  That  the  "Mayor's  Contingent  Fund"  appropria- 
tion contained  herein,  in  Fund  No.  26-1  of  the  appropriations  for  the 
Department  of  Finance,  shall  be  expended  as  follows:  The  Mayor 
shall  determine  that  a  contingency  has  arisen  requiring  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  appropriation  or  any  part  thereof.  He  shall  then  notify 
the  City  Controller  of  such  circumstances.  The  City  Controller  shall 
give  his  approval  to  the  proposed  expenditure  and  shall  notify  the 
Common  Council  in  writing,  giving  all  pertinent  facts  regarding  the 
contingency  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  meet  the 
contingency.  The  Common  Council  shall  then  adopt  a  resolution 
setting  forth  the  circumstances  regarding  the  contingency  and  ap- 
proving the  proposed  expenditure  from  the  said  appropriation.  This 
procedure  must  be  followed  before  any  part  of  this  appropriation 
may  be  expended.  After  such  procedure  has  been  carried  out,  then 
the  money  may  be  spent  only  for  the  purposes  designated  by  the 
Common  Council  in  its  resolution,  and  in  the  usual  manner  for 
spending  other  monies  of  the  City  General  Fund. 
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SECTION  4.  (a)  That  for  the  several  budgets  of  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  year  of  1944,  of  each  of  the  several  departments  or  sub- 
divisions thereof,  having  a  separate  tax  levy  authorized  by  law  and 
not  included  in  the  city's  General  Fund,  to-wit:  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities,  Tuberculosis  Prevention  Fund,  School 
Health  Fund,  Department  of  Public  Parks  Fund,  Isolation  Hospital 
Fund,  Department  of  Public  Sanitation,  Municipal  Airport  Fund,

SECTION  7.  The  salaries  and  compensation  of  the  various 
officers  and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions 
and  duties,  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the 
mayor  and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby 
adopted  and  fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  and 
appropriated  therefor  under  the  several  departments  and  schedules 
therein  set  forth:  Provided,  however,  That  no  person,  official  or  em- 
ployee whose  salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any  item, 
or  by  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to 
receive  such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may  be 
accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  statute,  but  control  thereover  as 
to  any  decrease  or  reallocation  shall  be  and  hereby  is  vested  at  all 
times  in  the  executive  department,  or  official,  having  direction  and 
control  over  the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law.  Any  such  salary  or 
compensation  shall  not  be  increased,  except  by  ordinance  and  when 
so  authorized  by  statute  and  where  funds  of  the  city  are  available 
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for  such  purpose;  or  except  as  may  result  from  transfers  in  certain 
positions  or  duties,  as  herein  provided  for  and  which  will  not  increase 
the  aggregate  amounts  herein  appropriated  for  the  one  or  more 
executive  departments  so  affected. 


SECTION  8.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion, 
may  at  any  time,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another 
in  such  department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such 
employee's  duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of 
any  such  employee's  services  by  another  executive  department,  all 
whenever  it  deems  such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason. 


(b)  The  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  may  at  any  time  and  for  any 
reason,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  executive  department  to 
another,  where  not  otherwise  limited  by  statute,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  of  such  employee  shall  remain  at  the  sum  payable  by 
this  budget  in  such  prior  position,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  in 
writing  by  the  mayor  and  thereupon  approved  by  the  Common 
Council. 


(c)  Any  such  transfers  of  positions  or  reassignment  of  duties 
shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  further  control  and  orders  of  the 
respective  executive  department,  or  the  mayor;  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  compensation  specified  in  this  budget  for  all  such  positions 
and  duties,  in  the  one  or  more  executive  departments  so  affected, 
shall  not  be  exceeded  in  fixing  or  paying  any  such  compensation, 
along  with  that  of  all  other  such  employees  therein. 


SECTION  9.  That  the  auditor  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  be

Provided:  That  any  matron  who  has  been  assigned  to  duty  at  any 
such  dance  or  ball  who  shall  not  be  present  at  the  hour  stated  in  such 
permit  for  the  dance  or  ball  to  begin  shall  forfeit  her  assignment 
thereto:  Provided,  further,  that  such  permit  shall  not  be  issued 
unless  application  for  the  same  has  been  made  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  before  the  time  of  such  dance.

SECTION  6.  The  salaries  and  compensation  of  the  various 
officers  and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions 
and  duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the 
mayor  and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council,  are  hereby 
adopted  and  fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  specified  and  ap- 
propriated therefor  under  the  several  departments  and  schedules 
therein  set  forth:  Provided,  however,  That  no  person,  official  or 
employee  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any 
item,  or  by  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested 
right  to  receive  such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as 
may  be  accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  statute;  Provided  further, 
that  in  all  cases  where  there  are  certain  designated  positions  set  out 
therein  and  where  there  is  either  no  item  of  appropriation  indicated 
therefor  or  such  item  of  appropriation  is  insufficient  for  the  num- 
ber of  persons  specified  therefor,  all  of  such  positions  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  having  been  established  and  may  become  occupied  or  con- 
tinue to  be  occupied  as  sufficient  funds  shall  become  available  therefor 
through  subsequent  appropriation. 
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SECTION  7.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion, 
may  at  any  time,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another 
in  such  department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such 
employee's  duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of 
any  such  employee's  services  by  another  executive  department,  all 
whenever  it  deems  such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason. 


(b)  The  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  may  at  any  time  and  for  any 
reason,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  executive  department  to 
another,  where  not  otherwise  limited  by  statute,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  of  such  employee  shall  remain  at  the  sum  payable  by 
this  budget  in  such  prior  position,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  in 
writing  by  the  mayor  and  thereupon  approved  by  the  Common 
Council. 


(c)  Any  such  transfers  of  positions  or  reassignment  of  duties 
shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  further  control  and  orders  of  the 
respective  executive  department,  or  the  mayor;  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  compensation  specified  in  this  budget  for  all  such  positions 
and  duties,  in  the  one  or  more  executive  departments  so  affected, 
shall  not  be  exceeded  in  fixing  or  paying  any  such  compensation, 
along  with  that  of  all  other  such  employees  therein.

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fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  tax- 
able property;  one  and  fifty-two  hundredths  cents  ($.0152)  for  world 
war  memorial  bond  fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
valuation  of  such  taxable  property;  seventeen  and  eighty-nine  hun- 
dredths cents  ($.1789)  for  board  of  health  and  charities  fund  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable  property; 
one  and  forty  hundredths  cents  ($.0140)  for  school  health  fund  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable  prop- 
erty; one  and  twenty-one  hundredths  cents  ($.0121)  for  tuberculosis 
prevention  fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of 
such  taxable  property;  five  and  fifty-five  hundredths  cents  ($.0555) 
for  park  general  fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valu- 
ation of  such  taxable  property;  three  and  forty-seven  hundredths 
cents  ($.0347)  for  park  district  bond  fund  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable  property;  eight  and 
thirty-six  hundredths  cents  ($.0836)  for  sanitation  maintenance  fund 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable 
property;  four  and  thirty-three  hundredths  cents  ($.0433)  for  sani- 
tation bond  fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of 
such  taxable  property;  two  and  seventy-four  hundredths  cents  ($.0274) 
for  police  pension  fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valu- 
ation of  such  taxable  property;  four  and  eighty-seven  hundredths 
cents  ($.0487)  for  fire  pension  fund  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable  property;  one  and  fifty  hun- 
dredths cents  ($.0150)  for  thoroughfare  fund  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such  taxable  property;  all  of  which 
levies  are  duly  authorized  by  specific  laws. 

SECTION  10.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal 
and  interest  due  on  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city, 
there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  respective  sums  set  forth  in  the 
following  table,  to- wit: 
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SECTION  11.  That  the  budgets  of  said  departments  and  the 
expenditures  from  all  other  funds  of  the  civil  city  shall  be  carried 
out  with  the  revenues  from  taxation  provided  from  the  several  tax 
levies  fixed  in  Section  9  of  this  ordinance,  and  with  the  miscel- 
laneous receipts  of  said  funds  and  with  the  use  of  portions  of  cur- 
rent balances,  all  as  indicated  in  the  following  table: 
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SECTION  12.  All  general,  special,  appropriation  and  other 
ordinances  in  conflict  herewith  in  any  manner  are  hereby  repealed.

At  the   request  of  Councilman  Bowers  the  following 
letter  is  incorporated  in  the  minutes. 
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To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 


Your  Committee  on  Finance,  in  connection  with  its  report  on 
the  Annual  Budget  and  Tax  Levy  Ordinance,  also  wishes  to  submit 
the  following  statement: 

We  wish  to  say  that  in  the  action  taken  by  this  committee  on 
said  ordinance  there  has  been  no  intention  whatsoever  of  handi- 
capping or  embarrassing  the  executive  department  of  the  city.  We 
concede  to  the  Mayor  and  department  heads  a  perfect  right 
to  their  opinions  as  to  what  this  ordinance  should  contain  and  we 
believe  that  such  ordinance  as  submitted  to  the  Council  represents 
their  honest  opinion  of  what  it  should  be. 

However,  the  Council,  under  our  form  of  government,  is  the 
appropriating  body  for  the  City.  It  has  a  sworn  duty  to  perform 
and  an  equal  right  to  its  own  opinion,  has  made  only  such  changes 
in  the  ordinance  as  has  seemed  proper  after  careful  study  and  inquiry 
and  considering  all  of  the  circumstances  and  present  conditions. 

The  Council  wishes  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to 
state  to  the  Mayor,  honestly  and  sincerely,  that  at  any  time  it  shall 
appear  that  the  Council  has  erred  in  judgment  in  any  manner  it 
will  stand  ready  to  exercise  all  of  the  power  and  authority  it  may 
possess  to  rectify  the  same. 

We  believe  that  at  all  times  and  especially  at  the  present  time, 
there  should  be  co-operation  between  the  legislative  and  executive 
departments  of  the  city  to  the  end  that  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis 
might  receive  the  best  possible  service,  uninfluenced  by  politics  or  any 
desire  for  political  advantage. 

The  addition  to  Section  6  (originally  Sec.  7)  is  only  for  the 
purpose  of  broadening  the  language  to  make  it  conform  to  the 
action  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  certain  funds.  The  latter  part 
of  this  section  is  stricken  out  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  needed 
and  could  make  possible  the  shifting  of  persons,  positions  and  duties 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  possible  the  creation  of  a  new  position 
at  a  high  salary  not  provided  for  by  ordinance.  We  trust  that  such 
action  may  not  be  construed  as  criticism  of  the  administration  as 
this  section  was  written  exactly  as  it  appeared  in  the  previous  budget 
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ordinance  and  we  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  Mayor  or  any 
other  person  has  any  intention  of  exercising  the  privilege  that  this 
committee  believes  such  section  as  originally  written  would  grant. 
The  part  stricken  out  also  contained  the  words,  "as  provided  by 
law".  If  such  be  authorized  by  law  we  see  no  reason  for  the  Council 
being  asked  to  also  authorize  the  same.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  have 
been  advised  that  there  is  no  written  law  authorizing  the  same  and 
such   provision  has  only  appeared  in  budget  ordinances  since  1940. 

With  the  establishment  of  city  government  in  Indiana  and  in 
the  original  specification  of  powers  and  duties  of  its  branches  the 
Common  Council  was  intended  to  exercise  just  such  power  and  control 
over  the  administrative  department  as  was  exercised  by  Federal 
and  State  legislative  bodies,  but  in  course  of  time  such  power  and 
authority  has  been  largely  curtailed  through  legislative  action  pro- 
moted by  city  officials  seeking  to  remove  restraint  from  their  conduct 
of  the  city's  business  and  the  spending'  of  taxpayers'  money.  What- 
ever power  and  authority  the  Council  still  possesses  we  believe  it  our 
sworn  duty  to  retain.  One  of  these  new  laws,  as  officially  construed, 
prevented  the  Council  from  making  proper  adjustments  in  the  budget, 
that  is,  changes  not  affecting  the  total  amount  to  be  appropriated. 

We  fully  realize  the  problem  that  confronted  the  administration 
in  the  preparation  of  its  first  annual  budget  and  tax  levy  ordinance 
without  the  benefit  of  a  full  year's  experience.  It  was  even  a  more 
difficult  problem  for  the  Council  because  of  the  short  time  available 
for  consideration  and  becoming  informed  as  to  actual  needs. 

We  have  at  least  learned  that  the  prevailing  method  of  con- 
sideration of  annual  budgets  is  entirely  wrong.  About  all  that  is 
available  to  the  Council  as  a  guide  in  determining  the  needs  of  the 
administration  is  the  amount  of  money  received  and  spent  in  the 
previous  year.  It  should  not  be  a  question  of  how  much  was  appro- 
priated or  expended  in  a  previous  year  but  rather  a  question  of  just 
how  much  is  actually  needed  for  proper  and  economical  adminis- 
tration. 

The  budget  may  have  been  wrong  for  some  time  and  a  casual 
survey  tends  to  the  conviction  that  it  has  been  wrong  for  quite  a 
number  of  years.  One  must  naturally  wonder  why  expense  of  city 
government  should  constantly  increase  and  additional  positions  be 
created  during  long  years  of  municipal  inactivity,  at  least  so  far 
as  public  improvements  are  concerned,  and  in  a  period  when  the  ad- 
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ministrations    have    been    aided    by    the    expenditure    of    government 
funds  and  vast  new  contributions  from  the  state. 

We  feel  that  further  reductions  might  have  been  made  had  we 
the  opportunity  and  means  of  securing  sufficient  and  correct  infor- 
mation. To  ascertain  the  actual  needs  of  the  city  would  require  full 
knowledge  of  all  municipal  activities  together  with  actual  knowledge 
as  to  just  what  service  each  officer  and  employee  renders  in  exchange 
for  the  compensation  received.

It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  place  or  maintain 
in  or  upon  any  public  place  any  obstruction  within  fifteen  (15)  feet 
of  any  point  where  two  or  more  curb  lines  intersect  and  form  any 
intersection  of  two  or  more  streets. 
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Section  2.  An  obstruction  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance 
shall  include  trees,  shrubs,  news  stands,  rubbish  boxes,  merchandise 
stands,  fences,  embankments,  or  any  other  objects,  but  shall  not 
include  any  such  objects  not  in  excess  of  forty-four  (44)  inches  above 
the  street  level,  nor  any  such  objects  permitted  and  authorized  to  be 
so  placed,  erected  or  maintained  by  any  provision  of  any  other  ordi- 
nance of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

— The  term  "restaurant"  shall  mean  restaurant, 
coffee  shop,  cafeteria,  short  order  cafe,  luncheonette,  tavern,  sandwich 
stand,  soda  fountain  serving  food,  and  all  other  eating  and/or  drinking 
establishments,  as  well  as  kitchens  or  other  places  in  which  food  or 
drink  is  prepared  for  sale  elsewhere. 


(b)  Food. — The  term  "food"  as  used  herein  shall  include  all 
articles  used  for  food,  drink,  confectionery  or  condiment,  whether 
simple,  mixed  or  compound,  and  all  substances  and  ingredients  used 
in  the  preparation  thereof. 


(c)  Itinerant  Restaurant. — The  term  "itinerant  restaurant" 
shall  mean  one  operating  for  a  temporary  period  in  connection  with  a 
fair,  carnival,  circus,  public  exhibition,  or  other  similar  gathering. 
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(d)  Employee. — The  term  "employee"  shall  mean  any  person 
who  handles  food  or  drink  during  preparation  or  serving,  or  who 
comes  in  contact  with  any  eating  or  cooking  utensils,  or  who  is  em- 
ployed in  a  room  in  which  food  or  drink  is  prepared  or  served. 


(e)  Utensils. — "Utensils"  shall  include  any  kitchenware,  table- 
ware, glassware,  cutlery,  utensils,  containers,  or  other  equipment 
with  which  food  or  drink  comes  in  contact  during  storage,  preparation, 
or  serving. 


(f)  Health  Officer.— The  term  "Health  Officer"  shall  mean  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  some- 
times referred  to  as  the  "City  Sanitarian",  or  his  authorized  rep- 
resentative. 


(g)     Person. — The  word  "person"  shall  mean  person,  firm,  cor- 
poration, or  association. 


Section  2.  PERMITS  AND  FEES:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  operate  a  restaurant  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  who  does 
not  possess  an  unrevoked  permit  from  the  Health  Officer.  Such  per- 
mit shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  restaurant.  Every 
person  who  desires  to  operate  a  restaurant  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
shall,  after  securing  a  permit  from  the  Health  Officer,  obtain  from 
the  City  Controller  a  license  for  a  restaurant  or  for  a  public  eating 
house  and  shall,  if  application,  is  filed  between  the  first  day  of 
January  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  of  any  year,  pay  therefor  to 
the  City  Controller,  at  his  office,  a  fee  of  Sixteen  Dollars  ($16.00) 
annually,  and  if  such  application  is  filed  between  the  first  day  of 
July  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  of  any  year  such  appli- 
cant shall  pay  to  the  City  Controller,  at  his  office,  a  fee  of  Eight 
Dollars  ($8.00)  for  the  balance  of  the  calendar  year.  Every  person 
operating  a  restaurant  or  public  eating  house  shall  annually  pay 
to  the  City  Controller,  at  his  office,  a  renewal  license  fee  of  Sixteen 
Dollars  ($16.00)  if  such  fee  be  paid  at  any  time  between  the  first  day 
of  January  and  the  first  day  of  February  next  succeeding  the  date 
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of  the  expiration  of  such  license;  and  a  renewal  license  fee  of 
Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  if  such  renewal  fee  be  paid  at  any  time 
between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of  March  next 
succeeding  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  such  license;  and  a  renewal 
fee  of  Twenty- Five  Dollars  ($25.00)  if  such  renewal  license  fee  be 
paid  at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of 
April  next  succeeding  the  date  of  expiration  of  such  license.  If  the 
renewal  license  fee  is  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
next  succeeding  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  such  license,  such 
license  shall  be  ipso  facto  void;  Provided,  That  in  case  of  failure  of 
any  holder  of  a  license  for  the  operation  of  a  restaurant  or  public 
eating  house,  to  pay  such  renewal  license  fee  after  the  first  day  of 
July  of  any  year,  such  license  may  be  reinstated  upon  the  payment 
of  all  fees  unpaid  and  a  penalty  of  Twenty- Five  Dollars  ($25.00) 
for  each  year  or  fraction  of  a  year  for  which  payment  was  in  default, 
provided  payment  is  made  within  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  on 
which  the  license  should  have  been  renewed.  All  of  said  fees  shall 
be  paid  into  and  credited  by  the  City  Controller  to  the  Board  of 
Health  General  Fund  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  such  license 
fess  shall  be  paid  to  aid  in  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.  No  license  for  a  restaurant  or  public  eating  house 
shall  be  issued  by  the  City  Controller  to  anyone  except  the  holder 
of  an  unrevoked  permit  issued  by  the  Health  Officer.  Only  persons 
who  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  and  retain  such  a  permit  and  license. 


The  application  for  a  permit  from  the  Health  Officer  and  said 
permit,  when  issued,  shall  describe  the  premises  for  which  the  same 
is  issued,  and  said  application  shall  contain  such  other  pertinent  in- 
formation as  may  be  necessary  and  required  by  the  Health  Officer. 
A  permit  hereunder  shall  be  issued  to  any  applicant  who  has  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  and  no  applicant's  permit,  or 
the  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  denied  on  capricious  or  arbitrary 
grounds. 


All  licenses  for  the  operation  of  a  public  eating  place  now  held 
by  any  person  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  period  for  which  they 
were  issued,  providing,  such  person  shall  secure  a  permit  from  the 
Health  Officer  for  the  operation  of  a  restaurant  as  herein  provided. 
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Such  permit,  issued  by  the  Health  Officer,  may  be  temporarily 
suspended  by  the  Health  Officer  upon  the  violation,  by  the  holder,  of 
any  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  or  revoked,  after  an  opportunity 
for  a  hearing  by  the  Health  Officer,  upon  serious  or  repeated  vio- 
lations. 


Any   person   desiring-   to    conduct   an    itinerant   restaurant    shall 
secure  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Health  Officer. 


Section  3.  EXAMINATION  AND  CONDEMNATION  OF  UN- 
WHOLESOME OR  ADULTERATED  FOOD  OR  DRINK.— Sam- 
ples of  food,  drink,  and  other  substances  may  be  taken  and  examined 
by  the  Health  Officer  as  often  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  detec- 
tion of  unwholesomeness  or  adulteration.  The  Health  Officer  may 
condemn  and  forbid  the  sale  of,  or  cause  to  be  removed  or  destroyed, 
any  food  or  drink  which  is  unwholesome  or  adulterated. 


Section  4.  INSPECTION  OF  RESTAURANTS:  As  often  as 
he  shall  deem  necessary,  but  in  any  event  at  least  once  every  three 
(3)  months,  the  Health  Officer  shall  inspect  every  restaurant  located 
within  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  In  case  the  Health  Officer  discovers 
the  violation  of  any  item  of  sanitation,  he  shall  make  a  second  inspec- 
tion after  the  lapse  of  such  time  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  defect 
to  be  remedied,  and  the  second  inspection  shall  be  used  in  determining' 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance.  Any  violation 
of  the  same  item  of  this  ordinanpe  on  such  second  inspection  shall 
call  for  immediate  suspension  of  permit. 


One  copy  of  the  suspension  report  shall  be  posted  by  the  Health 
Officer  upon  an  inside  wall  of  the  restaurant,  and  said  inspection 
report  shall  not  be  defaced  or  removed  by  any  person  except  the 
Health  Officer.  Another  copy  of  the  inspection  report  shall  be  filed 
with  the  records  of

The  person  operating  the  restaurant  shall  upon  request  of  the 
Health  Officer  permit  access  to  all  parts  of  the  establishment  and 
shall  permit  copying  any  or  all  records  of  food  purchased. 


Section  5.  SANITATION  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  RESTAU- 
RANTS.— All  restaurants  shall  comply  with  all  of  the  following 
items  of  sanitation: 


Item  1.  Floors. — The  floors  of  all  rooms  in  which  food  or  drink 
is  stored,  prepared,  or  served,  or  in  which  utensils  are  washed,  shall 
be  of  such  construction  as  to  be  easily  cleaned,  shall  be  smooth,  and 
shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair. 


Item  2.     Walls  and  Ceilings. — Walls  and  ceilings  of  all  rooms 
shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  repair. 


Item  3.  Doors  and  Windows. — When  flies  are  prevalent,  all 
openings  into  the  outer  air  shall  be  effectively  screened  and  doors 
shall  be  self-closing,  unless  other  effective  means  are  provided  to 
prevent  the  entrance  of  flies. 


Item  4.     Lighting. — All  rooms  in  which  food  or  drink  is  stored 
or  prepared  or  in  which  utensils  are  washed  shall  be  well  lighted. 


Item  5.  Ventilation. — All  rooms  in  which  food  or  drink  is 
stored,  prepared,  or  served,  or  in  which  utensils  are  washed,  shall 
be  well  ventilated. 
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Item  6.  Toilet  Facilities. — Every  restaurant  shall  be  provided 
with  adequate  and  conveniently  located  toilet  facilities  for  its  em- 
ployees, conforming  with  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
In  restaurants  hereafter  constructed  toilet  rooms  shall  not  open 
directly  into  any  room  in  which  food  or  drink  is  served  or  prepared 
for  serving.  The  doors  of  all  toilet  rooms  shall  be  self-closing.  Toilet 
rooms  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition,  in  good  repair,  and  well 
lighted  and  ventilated.  Hand-washing  signs  shall  be  posted  in  each 
toilet  room  used  by  employees. 


Item  7.  Water  Supply. — Running  water  under  pressure  shall 
be  easily  accessible  in  all  rooms  in  which  food  is  prepared  or  utensils 
are  washed,  and  the  water  supply  shall  be  adequate,  and  of  a  safe 
sanitary  quality.  Hot  water  shall  be  provided  wherever  it  is  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Health  Officer  for  the  sterilization  of  utensils  and 
adequate  facilities  and  space  shall  be  provided  for  proper  compliance 
with  the  above  provision. 


Item  8.  Lavatory  Facilities. — Adequate  and  convenient  hand- 
washing facilities  shall  be  provided,  including  hot  and  cold  running 
water,  soap,  and  approved  sanitary  towels.  The  use  of  a  common 
towel  is  prohibited.  No  employee  shall  resume  work  after  using  the 
toilet  room  without  first  washing  his  hands. 


Item  9.  Construction  of  Utensils  and  Equipment. — All  multi-use 
utensils  and  all  show  and  display  cases  or  windows,  counters,  shelves, 
tables,  refrigerating  equipment,  sinks,  and  other  equipment  or  utensils 
used  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  a  resaurant  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  to  be  easily  cleaned  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair. 
No  cracked,  chipped  or  broken  dishes  or  glasses  shall  be  used  in  the 
preparation  or  serving  of  food  or  drink. 


Item  10.     Cleaning  and  Bactericidal  Treatment  of  Utensils,  and 
Equipment. — All    equipment,    including    display    cases    or    windows, 
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counters,  shelves,  tables,  rerigerators,  stoves,  hoods,  and  sinks,  shall 
be  kept  clean  and  free  from  dust,  dirt,  insects,  and  other  contami- 
nating material.  All  cloths  used  by  waiters,  chefs,  and  other  em- 
ployees shall  be  clean.  Single  service  containers  shall  be  used  only 
once. 


All  multi-use  eating  and  drinking  utensils  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  effectively  subjected  to  an  approved  bactericidal  process 
after  each  usage.  All  multi-use  utensils  used  in  preparation  or  serv- 
ing of  food  and  drink  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  effectively 
subjected  to  an  approved  bactericidal  process  immediately  following 
the  day's  operation.  Drying  colths,  if  used,  shall  be  clean  and  shall 
be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 


No  article,  polish,  or  other  substance  containing  any  cyanide 
preparation  or  other  poisonous  material  shall  be  used  for  the 
cleansing  or  polishing  of  utensils. 


Item  11.     Storage  and  Handling  of  Utensils  and  Equipment. — 

After  bactericidal  treatment,  utensils  shall  be  stored  in  a  clean,  dry 
place  protected  from  flies,  dust,  and  other  contamination,  and  shall 
be  handled  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  contamination  as  far  as 
practicable.  Single-service  utensils  shall  be  purchased  only  in  sani- 
tary containers,  shall  be  stored  therein  in  a  clean,  dry  place  until 
used,  and  shall  be  handled  in  a  sanitary  manner. 


Item  12.  Disposal  of  Waste. — All  wastes  shall  be  properly  dis- 
posed of,  and  all  garbage  and  trash  shall  be  kept  in  suitable  recep- 
tacles, in  such  manner  as  not  to  become  a  nuisance. 


Item  13.  Refrigeration. — All  readily  perishable  food  and  drink 
shall  be  kept  at  or  below  50°  F.,  except  when  being  prepared  or 
served.  Waste  water  from  refrigeration  equipment  shall  be  properly 
disposed  of. 
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Item  14.  Wholesomeness  of  Food  and  Drink. — All  food  and 
drink  shall  be  clean,  wholesome,  free  from  spoilage,  and  so  prepared 
as  to  be  safe  for  human  consumption.  All  milk,  fluid  milk  products,  ice 
cream,  and  other  frozen  desserts  served  shall  be  from  approved  sources. 
Milk  and  fluid  milk  products  shall  be  served  in  the  individual  original 
containers  in  which  they  were  received  from  the  distributor.  All 
oysters,  clams,  and  mussels  shall  be  from  approved  sources,  and  if 
shucked  shall  be  kept  until  used  in  the  containers  in  which  they 
were  placed  at  the  shucking  plant. 


Item  15.     Storage,   Display,  and  Serving  of  Food  and  Drink. — 

All  food  and  drink  shall  be  stored,  displayed,  and  served  as  to  be 
protected  from  dust,  flies,  vermin,  depredation  and  pollution  by 
rodents,  unecessary  handling,  droplet  infection,  overhead  leakage, 
and  other  contamination.  No  animals  or  fowls  shall  be  kept  or  al- 
lowed in  any  room  in  which  food  or  drink  is  prepared  or  stored.  All 
means  necessary  for  the  elimination  of  flies,  roaches  and  rodents 
shall  be  used. 


Item  16.  Health  and  Cleanliness  of  Employees. — All  employees 
engaged  in  handling  food,  drink,  utensils  or  equipment  shall  be  re- 
quired to  secure  a  health  certificate,  approved  by  the  Health  Officer, 
at  least  every  six  (6)  months,  or  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  Health  Officer,  showing  that  they  are  free  from  any  in- 
fectious or  transmittable  disease.  A  blood  test  for  syphilis  shall  be 
provided  the  Health  Officer  by  all  such  employees  at  least  once 
annually.  Examinations  for  such  health  certificates  shall  be  made 
and  issued  by  a  reputable,  licensed  physician.  All  employees  shall 
wear  clean  outer  garments  and  shall  keep  their  hands  clean  at  all 
times  while  engaged  in  handling  food,  drink,  utensils,  or  equipment 
and  shall,  while  engaged  in  the  preparation  or  serving  of  food,  wear 
a  suitable  head  covering  to  protect  the  food  from  contamination  from 
human  hair.  Employees  shall  not  expectorate  or  use  tobacco  in  any 
form  in  rooms  in  which  food  is  prepared. 


Item  17.  Miscellaneous. — The  premises  of  all  restaurants  shall 
be  kept  clean  and  free  of  litter  or  rubbish.  None  of  the  operations 
connected  with  a  restaurant  shall  be  conducted  in  any  room  used  as 
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living  or  sleeping  quarters.  Adequate  lockers  or  dressing  rooms  shall 
be  provided  for  employees'  clothing  and  shall  be  kept  clean.  Soiled 
linens,  coats,  and  aprons  shall  be  kept  in  containers  provided  for  this 
purpose. 


Section  6.  DISEASE  CONTROL:  No  person  who  is  affected 
with  any  disease  in  a  communicable  form  or  is  a  carrier  of  such  dis- 
ease shall  work  in  any  restaurant,  and  no  restaurant  shall  employ 
any  such  person  or  any  person  suspected  of  being  affected  with  any 
disease  in  a  communicable  form  or  of  being  a  carrier  of  such  dis- 
ease. If  the  restaurant  manager  suspects  that  any  employee  has  con- 
tracted any  disease  in  a  communicable  form  or  has  become  a  carrier 
of  such  disease  he  shall  notify  the  Health  Officer  immediately. 


Section  7.  PROCEDURE  WHEN  INFECTION  SUSPECTED: 
When  suspicion  arises  as  to  the  possibility  of  transmission  of  infec- 
tion from  any  restaurant  employee  the  Health  Officer  is  authorized 
to  require  any  or  all  of  the  following  measures:  (1)  The  immediate 
exclusion  of  the  employee  from  all  restaurants;  (2)  The  immediate 
closing  of  the  restaurant  concerned  until  no  further  danger  of  disease 
outbreak  exists,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Health  Officer;  (3)  Adequate 
medical  examinations  of  the  employee  and  of  his  associates,  with 
such  laboratory  examinations  as  may  be  indicated. 


Section  8.  REINSTATEMENT  OF  PERMIT:  Any  restaurant, 
the  permit  of  which  has  been  suspended,  may  at  any  time  make 
application  for  the  reinstatement  of  such  permit.  Within  one  week 
after  the  receipt  of  a  satisfactory  application,  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment signed  by  the  applicant  to  the  effect  that  the  violated  provision 
or  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  conformed  with,  the  Health 
Officer  shall  make  a  reinspection,  and  thereafter  as  many  additional 
reinspection  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  assure  himself  that  the 
applicant  is  again  complying  with  the  requirements,  and,  in  case  the 
findings  indicate  compliance,  shall  reinstate  the  permit. 


Section  9.  PERSONNEL:  The  personnel  of  the  Restaurant  In- 
spection Division,  City  Board  of  Health,  shall  be  qualified  through 
education,   experience   and  training  to   fill  their  respective  positions. 
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Such  personnel,  before  appointment  to  their  respective  jobs,  shall  be 
required  to  take  and  pass  a  written  and  oral  examination,  given  by 
the  Health  Officer  to  determine  their  eligibility  and  fitness  for  such 
positions.  Such  examinations  shall  conform  to  the  standard  of 
examinations  given  by  the  State  Merit  Board  of  Indiana  for  similar 
positions. 


Employees  shall  possess  the  following  qualifications: 


1.  Director.  The  Director  of  the  Division  shall  be  a  graduate 
of  a  recognized  college  and  shall  have  had  special  training  in  sanitary 
science  and  bacteriology  and  shall  have  a  knowledge  of  public  health 
practice  as  it  pertains  to  food  and  milk  inspection. 


The  Director  shall  be  provided  with  adequate  laboratory  facili- 
ties, office  space  and  office  personnel,  consisting  of  one  stenographer, 
one  file  clerk  and  one  laboratory  technician. 


2.  Field  Inspection  Force. — The  Field  Inspection  force  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  six  (6)  inspectors,  which  number  shall  be 
increased  as  necessary  to  a  number  which  the  Health  Officer  deems 
sufficient  to  adequately  enforce  this  ordinance.  Field  inspectors  shall 
have  the  following  qualifications: 


WOMEN: 


(a)  Special  training  in  sanitary  science  and  domestic  science. 

(b)  A  knowledge  of  public  health  practices  as  they  pertain  to 
food  and  milk  inspection. 

(c)  Such  qualifications  may  be  obtained  either  by  practical  ex- 
perience or  special  training. 
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MEN: 


(a)  Training    in    sanitary    science    and    public    health    adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Knowledge   in   the  field   of  food   and   milk   inspection,   ac- 
quired either  by  experience  or  special  training. 


The  Health  Officer  shall  certify  the  names  of  the  successful 
applicants  taking  the  examination  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  who  shall  recommend  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  those  whom  it  nominates  for  such  appointments,  and 
such  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the  Mayor  without  regard  to 
political  affiliations  or  influence. 


Adequate  "in-service  training  schools"  shall  be  established  by 
the  Health  Officer  for  the  inspection  personnel  herein  provided  and 
such  schools  shall  be  conducted  as  often  and  for  such  length  of  time 
as  the  Health  Officer  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  effec- 
tive training  of  such  personnel. 


Section  10.  COMPENSATION  OF  ENFORCEMENT  PERSON- 
NEL: The  maximum  compensation  of  the  personnel  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance,  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof,  is  hereby 
fixed  as  hereinafter  set  out:     ,

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Section  11.  ENFORCEMENT:  This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced 
by  the  Health  Officer,  who  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  facilitate  its  enforcement.  The  Health  Officer  shall 
prepare  and  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  he  deems  neces- 
sary, for  the  proper  enforcement  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and 
intent  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  prepare  and  promulgate  a  civil 
code  regulating  restaurants,  to  be  used  as  the  legal  interpretation 
of  this  ordinance  and  a  copy  of  such  code  shall  be  furnished  with 
each  permit  granted  by  the  Health  Officer. 


Within  ten  (10)  days  after  any  hearing  before  the  Health  Offi- 
cer, as  provided  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  the  Health  Officer 
shall  take  final  action  and  enter  such  order  as  he  shall  determine  in 
said  proceedings  and  shall  notify  the  applicant  or  permittee,  in  writ- 
ing, by  registered  mail,  directed  to  the  address  given  in  the  applica- 
tion or  permit.  Such  applicant  or  permittee  may,  within  ten  (10) 
days  of  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Health  Officer  to  the  Circuit  or  Superior  Court  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  in  other  civil  cases. 


Section  12.  PENALTIES:  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  who  refuses  to  comply  with  any 
lawful  orders,  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Health  Officer,  as  provided 
in  Section  12  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished 
for  the  first  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00) 
nor  more  than  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00);  for  the  second  and  any  sub- 
sequent offenses  by.  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00) 
nor  more  than  Three  Hundred  dollars  ($300.00).  Each  and  every 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate offense. 


Section  13.  REPEAL  AND  DATE  OF  EFFECT:  All  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  and 
this  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  publication  according  to  law.

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WHEREAS,  said  proposal  provides  that  the  said  annual  payment 
in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County, 
Indiana,  for  distribution  to  the  aforesaid  taxing  bodies  in  lieu 
of  having  the  payment  made  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  authorized  by  the  Housing 
Co-operation  Act  of  Indiana,  Chapter  209,  Acts  of  1937,  ap- 
proved March  11,  1937,  to  accept  the  aforementioned  proposal 
of  the  United  States  Housing  Authority;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  desires 
and  determines  to  accept  said  proposal; 


NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE     IT    RESOLVED    BY    THE    COMMON 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.  That  the  proposal  of  the  United  States  Housing 
Authority  to  make  annual  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  Marion 
County  for  distribution  to  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  of  Marion,  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
Center  Township  of  Marion  County  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  ad  valorem 
real  estate  taxation  against  the  P.W.A.  Housing  Division  Project 
known  as  the  Lockefield  Gardens  Apartments  (Project  H-1601)  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  and  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis. 


Section    2.     That   said   proposal    of  the   United   States   Housing 
Authority,  which  is  hereby  approved  and  accepted,  is  as  follows: 


"That  the  parties  hereto,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  13(c)  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended,  for  the  considerations  hereinafter  mentioned,  covenant 
and  agree  as  follows: 
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1.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective  as  of  February 
16,  1941,  and  shall  continue  in  effect  until  terminated  by  either 
party  as  hereinafter  provided; 


2.  During  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  the  Taxing  District 
has  provided  and  shall  continue  to  provide  the  LOCKEFIELD 
GARDENS  APARTMENTS  (Project  H-1601)  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  hereinafter  called  the  "Project",  located  within  the 
jurisdictional  limits  of  the  Taxing  District,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Project,  with  such  public  and  municipal  services  as  it 
provides  for  other  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  for  property  not 
covered  by  this  Agreement. 


3.  A.  The  Government  shall  pay  the  sum  of  Seven  Thou- 
sand One  Hundred  Twenty-Two  Dollars  and  Three  Cents  ($7,- 
122.03)  to  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  for  propor- 
tionate distribution  as  hereinafter  provided  to  all  proper  political 
subdivisions,  including  the  Taxing  District  for  public  and 
municipal  services  heretofore  supplied  by  them  to  the  Project 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  for  the  period  from  February  16, 
1941,  to  June  30,  1942. 


B.  The  Government  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Treasurer 
of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  for  proportionate  distribution  as 
hereinafter  provided  to  all  proper  political  subdivisions,  includ- 
ing the  Taxing  District  for  public  and  municipal  services  here- 
tofore and  to  be  hereafter  supplied  by  them  to  the  Project 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  for  the  period  beginning  July  1,  1942, 
and  ending  June  30,  of  each  year  thereafter  (unless  this  Agree- 
ment be  terminated)  a  sum  which  will  equal  either  (a)  5  per 
cent  of  the  Actual  Shelter  Rents  annually  charged  tenants 
(including  sundry  items  of  income)  less  the  cost  of  dwelling 
and  commercial  utilities,  or  (b)  1/6  of  the  excess  of  the  annual 
revenue  of  the  Project  over  the  operating  expenses,  whichever 
amount  is  the  greater. 


C.  The  payments  otherwise  required  by  this  Section  shall 
never  exceed  the  taxes  which  would  be  paid  to  the  Taxing  Dis- 
trict or  Districts  covered  hereby  if  the  property  were  not  exempt 
from  taxation. 
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4.  The  payments  provided  for  in  Section  3  hereof  shall 
be  distributed  by  the  Treasurer  of  Marion  County  to  the  Taxing 
District  and  to  all  other  political  subdivisions  having  the  power 
to  levy  real  estate  taxes  in  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is 
located  for  the  period  for  which  these  payments  are  made  so 
that  each  political  subdivision  will  receive  from  such  payment 
the  same  proportion  as  each  political  subdivision's  ad  valorem 
tax  rate  or  tax  rates  bore  and  bear  to  the  total  ad  valorem  tax 
rate  or  rates  which  would  have  been  and  would  be  levied  if  the 
Project  were  subject  to  taxation. 


5.  In  the  event  of  transfer  of  the  title  to  the  Project,  or 
any  part  thereof,  the  payments  hereby  provided  for  shall  be 
prorated  between  the  Government  and  such  transferee  in  the 
same  manner  as  taxes  would  customarily  be  prorated  in  a  sale 
between  private  parties,  provided  that  the  transferee  shall  not 
be  required  to  assume  and  pay,  nor  shall  the  Taxing  District 
or  Districts  be  entitled  to  receive,  any  payment  covering  a 
period  for  which  the  property  may  be  taxed  by  the  Taxing  Dis- 
trict or  Districts  as  a  result  of  such  title  transfer. 


6.  This  Agreement  mav  be  terminated  by  either  party 
hereto  on  June  30,  1944,  or  the  30th  day  of  June  of  any  year 
thereafter  providing  that  at  least  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  of 
such  termination  shall  be  given  prior  to  such  termination  to 
the  other  party  hereto. 


7.  No  Member  of  or  Delegate  to  Congress,  or  Resident 
Commissioner,  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  of  this 
Agreement  or  to  any  benefit  that  may  arise  therefrom."

Gentlemen : 


I  am  returning  to  you  herewith  without  my  signature,  within 
ten  days  after  its  receipt  by  me,   Special  Ordinance  No.   1,  1943. 


My  objections  to  Special  Ordinance  No.  1  are  as  follows: 


1.  Before  any  territory  is  annexed  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
a  comprehensive  study  should  be  made  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission  before  such  a  step  is  taken.  As  I  understand 
it,  the  Planning  Commission  was  not  considered  in  con- 
nection with  the  annexation  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 


This  ordinance  annexes  only  the  East  side  of  Evanston 
Avenue  from  59th  Street  to  62nd  Street  and  will  bring 
within  the  City  limits  only  the  residences  located  on  the 
East  side  of  Evanston  Avenue.  In  my  opinion,  this  will 
create  considerable  hardship  on  the  residents  there,  will 
require  them  to  transfer  their  children  to  other  schools 
and  in  many  instances  will  necessitate  a  readjustment 
of  existing  mortgages  due  to  the  increased  taxes  to  be 
levied   on   these  homes. 


3.  Even  though  these  residences  are  not  within  the  City 
limits,  under  present  laws,  the  property  owners  can  be 
assessed  for  the  construction  of  any  sewer  serving  their 
properties. 
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Please  understand  that  I  am  in  favor  of  enlarging  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  but  I  believe  this  should  be  done  only  after  a 
thorough  and  comprehensive  study  has  been  made  of  the  areas 
to  be  annexed,  by  the  City  Planning  Commission,  and  that  annex- 
ations should  not  be  made  effective  on  a  piece-meal  basis.

by  the  closing  and  insolvency  of  certain  banks  in  which  said 
funds  were  on  deposit;  and  because  of  certain  other  diversions 
or  misapplications  of  certain  of  such  funds,  resulting  in  the 
non-payment  of  certain  bonds  and  coupons  to  which  such  col- 
lected funds  should  have  been  applied;  and, 


WHEREAS,  the  liability  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  account  of 
the  deficiencies  in  Barrett  Law  funds  arising  because  of  pre-

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  No.  85,  1943 

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  the  employment  of  three  (3)  attor- 
neys for  the  purpose  of  revising,  codifying,  indexing  and  pub- 
lishing certain  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
at  designated  fees;  and  providing  for  the  time  when  the  same 
shall  take  effect. 


WHEREAS,  such  legal  services  will  involve  a  large  amount  of  skill 
and  highly  technical  work,  and  the  present  legal  staff  is  not 
large  enough  to  adequately  perform  same  because  of  the  many 
other  duties  devolving  upon  it;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 


Section  1.  That  the  Mayor  of  said  City,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  of  said  City,  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  employ,  at  the  expense  of  said  City,  three 
(3)  lawyers,  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  an  opposite  political  party 
from  the  third  one,  to  make  a  complete  revision  and  codification  of 
those  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  now  in  force 
which  have  been  passed  subsequent  to  the  general  revision  of  1925, 
and  to  index  the  same. 
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Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  lawyers  so  appointed  to 
prepare  said  revision  and  codification  for  the  government  of  the 
City  so  as  to  eliminate  obsolete  ordinances  and  to  prepare  for  re- 
enactment  in  modified  form  such  ordinances  as  do  not  in  all  parts 
apply  to  present  conditions,  and  as  do  not  conform  to  present  statutes, 
with  a  view  to  the  adoption  and  enactment  by  the  Common  Council 
of  said  City  of  a  full,  complete  and  harmonious  supplement  to  the 
Code  of  Ordinances  as  adopted  in  1925,  well  indexed  and  with  marginal 
notes  or  subject  headings.  Said  lawyers  shall  do  their  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Law,  and  shall  supervise  the  printing 
and  read  and  approve  all  proof  as  their  work  is  printed.

Section  3.  That  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  each 
of  said  lawyers  shall  not  exceed  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00), 
to  be  paid  from  funds  to  be  hereafter  appropriated  on  vouchers 
of  the  Department  of  Law,  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  One  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($100.00)  per  month  for  each  lawyer  during  the  con- 
duct of  this  work,  with  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  of  said 
compensation  being  retained  for  each  and  paid  when  the  work  is 
completed  and  approved  by  the  Common  Council.

sion of  certain  funds  paid  on  one  improvement  roll  and  ac- 
count to  the  payment  of  bonds  and  coupons  chargeable  to 
another  roll  and  account;  and  because  of  the  loss  of  certain 
Barrett  Law  funds  by  the  closing  and  insolvency  of  certain 
banks  in  which  said  funds  were  on  deposit;  and  because  of 
certain  other  diversions  or  misapplication  of  certain  of  such 
funds,  resulting  in  the  non-payment  of  certain  bonds  and  cou- 
pons to  which  such  collected  funds  should  have  been  applied, 
not  provided  for  in  existing  budgets  and  levies;  and  fixing  a 
time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect.

That  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  City  of 
Indianapolis  Barrett  Law  Deficiency  Bonds,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
granted  by  and  under  General  Ordinance  No.  84-1943,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Finance  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  and  cancelling  all  liability  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  on  account  of  the  deficiencies  in  Barrlett  Law  Funds 
arising  because  of  prepaying  of  assessments  and  the  stoppage  of 
interest  by  operation  of  law  or  the  failure  to  collect  interest  to  the 
due  date  of  prepaid  installments  thereto,  and  because  of  the  diversion 
of  any  funds  paid  on  one  improvement  roll  and  account  to  the  pay- 
ment of  bonds  and  coupons  chargeable  to  another  roll  and  account; 
and  because  of  other  diversions  and  misapplications  of  such  funds 
collected  and  consequent  non-payment  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  to 
which  such  collected  funds  should  have  been  applied;  and  because

WHEREAS,  Colonel  Harvey  Weir  Cook,  a  public-spirited  resident  of 
this  City,  gave  his  life  in  defense  of  his  country,  having  died 
in  an  airplane  crash  in  the  South  Pacific  on  March  21,  1943;

WHEREAS,  Colonel  Cook  has  devoted  more  than  half  of  his  life  to 
the  advancement  of  the  science  of  aviation,  having  entered  that 
service  in  1917,  later  becoming  one  of  America's  leading  aces 
in  the  First  World  War;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Colonel  Cook  as  an  officer  in  the  Air  Corps  had  a  lead- 
ing part  in  the  early  development  of  dive  bombing,  transpor-
